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EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 

Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Conunittee 
United  Methodist  Women 
(Amended  9/85) 

United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have 
elected  leaders  vho  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background, 
and  status  of  employment.  To  make  this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference 
Administration  and  Membership  Development  is  approved  annually  to  provide 
expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following 
guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand 
the  concept  of  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be 
filled  out  in  full  when  applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the 
conference  president,  secretary  and  treasurer.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings 
should  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not  later 
than  the  next  week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted  within  the  quarter 
which  the  expense  occurs  when  possible. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job 
well.  If  someone  cares  to  donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be 
covered  under  these  guidelines,  please  submit  those  charges  and  then  endorse 
the  check  (or  refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  Conference 
events  without  reimbursement.  She  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room, 
meal,  and  travel  expenses  and  then  turn  that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If 
this  arrangement  causes  personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to  cover  expected 
costs  may  be  requested  from  the  conference  treasurer. 

Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring 
“official  participation"  of  conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific 
plans  for  financial  arrangements  not  delineated  herein  (such  as  whether  the 
individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign  for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted; 

A.  Travel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car. 

When  a van  is  used  with  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  the  pool,  mileage 
will  be  paid  at  25t  a mile.  No  mileage  will  be  paid  to  anyone  who 
chooses  not  to  carpool.  Any  exceptions  will  be  voted  on  by  the 
Conference  Administrative  Committee.  When  district  and  conference 
officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  by  their  respective 
organizations,  they  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses 

of  these  groups.  Other  riders  shall  assume  their  share  of  the 
expense. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10  per  person  per  day. 

Meals  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  day 
(to  be  divided  between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that 
are  less  than  one  day  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for 
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breakfast,  $4.00  for  lunch,  and  $6.00  for  dinner.  When  an  event  is 
held  at  a pre-selected  site  vhere  these  guidelines  are  inadequate, 
meals  may  be  reimbursed  as  follows:  $2.50  for  breakfast,  $5.50  for 
l\inch  and  $7.00  for  dinner. 

B.  Officers  Resources  . 


Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job 
(such  as  Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the 
property  of  the  Conference  organization.  Most  of  this  materials  should 
be  maintained  in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost 
care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate  materials  which 
cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  Operating  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  mimeographing  charges,  long  distance  telephone 
charges,  and  other  miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for 
these  expenses  are  to  be  attached  to  the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional 
secretarial  services  and  large  numbers  of  xerox  copies  are  discouraged.

relating  to  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  (Hubert  is  a member  of  the  General  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  from  our  conference.);  and  a note  from  Spiller  Milton  thanking  us  for  sending  the 
1991  School  of  Christian  Mission  offering  undesignated  in  memory  of  Tammy  Milton  who  was  1990 
School  nurse.  Norma  asked  everyone  to  sign  cards  for  Karen  and  Janelle. 

MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  officer  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 

PRESIDENT  - Norma  Winegeart,  president,  reported  the  following  statistics  compiled  from 
the  Louisiana  Conference  presidents’  reports:  321  units  in  the  conference  with  a total  membership 
of  12,101;  undesignated  giving  - $270,136.10;  designated  giving  - $30,028.75;  total  giving  - 
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$344,738.94;  of  the  321  units,  294  reported;  Districts  with  100%  reporting  were  Alexandria,  Baton 
Rouge,  Monroe,  Ruston  and  Shreveport.  There  are  355  members  under  age  30;  1,584  between  31  and 
40;  1,737  between  41  and  50;  2,407  between  61  and  70;  and  2,219  over  70.  Norma  stated  that 
Women’s  Division  has  approved  a task  force  to  explore  the  feasibility  of  creating  a category  of 
membership  for  girls  and  young  women.  "This  well  may  be  our  salvation,"  she  said,  "as  you  see  66% 
of  us  are  over  50  years  if  age."  3,150  are  employed  full  time;  978  - part  time;  90  are  students;  3,272 
are  retired;  and  75  are  unemployed.  3,694  are  single  and  5,640  are  married.  Ethnic  groups  number 
white  - 9,831  (83%);  black  - 1,973  (16%);  Asian  - 54;  Hispanic  - 20;  American  Indian  - 2.  On  the 
conference  level  of  the  13  elected  officers  there  are  6 whites  (46%)  and  7 blacks  (53%).  On  the 
district  level  of  the  117  officers  (only  115  reported  and  one  district  has  no  black  churches)  there  are: 
83  - whites  (72%)  and  32  blacks  (27%). 

The  Gathering  brought  1 1 ,000  United  Methodists  to  the  Centroplex  in  Baton  Rouge  on  March 
9th.  The  UMW  conference  president  and  each  district  president  took  part  on  the  program.  Many 
other  UMW  members  were  banner  carriers,  choir  members,  liturgical  dancers,  commitment  parchment 
carriers,  etc.  Others  helped  prepare  the  altar  by  painting  and  in  many  other  ways  that  will  never  be 
known.  It  was  indeed  a glorious  day  and  a once-in-a-lifetime  event. 

The  Jurisdiction  Presidents’  Consultation  was  held  in  El  Paso,  Texas  April  5-6-7.  While 
attending  this  meeting  Norma  visited  the  Lydia  Patterson  Institute  (which  is  NOT  a UMW  project  - 
but  is  a project  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.)  She  reported  that  church  dollars  are  being  well 
spent  here.  She  also  toured  the  Houchen  Community  Center  which  IS  a UMW  project  and  attended 
a Spanish  speaking  church  of  the  Rio  Grande  Conference. 

The  Jurisdictions  were  alloted  ASSEMBLY  OFFERING  FUNDS  and  decisions  for  distribution 
were  announced  at  this  meeting.  Four  Louisiana  projects  received  funds:

Women’s  Division  Meeting  - October  15-19  - Notice  was  received  from  Joyce  Sohl  that  the 
Louisiana  Conference  representative  could  attend  this  meeting.  According  to  conference  standing 
rules  it  was  decided  at  the  February  1990  meeting  that  the  president  should  attend  when  the  invitation 
was  extended.  Norma  will  attend  the  meeting  which  will  be  held  in  New  York.  We  are  allowed  to 
send  a representative  once  during  each  quadrennium. 

Louisiana  Mission  Projects  Visited  - At  the  request  of  our  Nashville  Region  Staff  person.  Sue 
Johnson,  a tour  of  the  Mission  Projects  in  Louisiana  where  the  property  is  owned  by  Women’s 
Division  was  planned.  Inelle  Bagwell,  our  Jurisdiction  president  also  asked  to  join  the  group.  On 
May  13,  14  and  15,  Mary  Quinones,  Norma  Winegeart  and  Seola  Callahan  took  Sue  Johnson  and  Inelle 
Bagwell  to  visit  MacDonell’s  Children’s  Services  in  Houma,  the  Dulac  Community  Center,  the 
property  of  Sager-Brown  in  Baldwin  (no  current  program  - the  property  is  for  sale),  and  the  St. 
Mark’s  Community  Center  in  New  Orleans.  Pat  Cobb,  a director  at  St.  Mark’s  arranged  the  visit  there 
and  Rev.  Vernon  Fairley  went  with  the  group  to  Sager-Brown.  Norma  announced  that  she  made  a 
mobile  display  of  these  Mission  Projects  for  the  Learning  Center. 

Statement  of  Concern  regarding  the  Persian  Gulf  War  was  sent  to  world  leaders.  The  Women’s 
Division  reported  there  were  56,000  signatures  on  the  statement;  555  from  Louisiana.  They  also 
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received  125  letters  opposed  to  the  statement  of  which  at  least  one  was  from  Louisiana  - the  Moss 
Bluff  unit.  If  we  disagree  with  something  that  is  said  or  done,  we  should  feel  free  to  say  so. 

The  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women  is  meeting  in  Singapore  July  15-22.  Our 
Jurisdiction  president,  Inelle  Bagwell  is  there.  Edith  Ming  of  New  Orleans  has  been  the  president  for 
the  past  quinquinneium.  Nancy  Carruth  will  attend  the  World  Methodist  Council  and  Conference, 
July  24-31,  in  Singapore.  She  is  a member  of  the  Council’s  executive  committee.  Nancy  had  been 
asked  by  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  to  submit  a Laity  Address  for  the  General  Conference. 
She  said  she  tried,  but  it  would  not  "gel".  We  appreciate  her  efforts. 

Congratulations  - Women  of  our  conference  elected  lay  delegates  to  the  General  Conference 
are  Nancy  Carruth  and  Anita  Crump.  Laywomen  delegates  to  the  South  Central  Jurisdictional 
Conference  are  Amy  Ward,  Carolyn  Dove,  Seola  Callahan  and  Dorothy  Mae  Taylor.  Reserve  delegates 
are  Pat  Hogan  and  Vera  Packer.  Clergywomen  elected  are:  General  Conference,  Rev.  Carole  Cotton- 
Winn;  reserve  delegates  to  Jurisdictional  Conference,  Rev.  Carol  Susan  Winn  and  Rev.  Marie  Williams. 


A $100  Special  Mission  Recognition  pin  and  certificate  were  presented  during  the  UMW 
report  to  Annual  Conference  to  Janelle  McCammon  for  being  such  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us  as  she 
regained  her  health  following  a paralyzing  stroke. 

A New  United  Methodist  Church  in  Sverdlovsk.  Russia  - Paul  Istomina  and  his  daughter 
Lydia,  who  are  leaders  in  the  founding  and  building  of  the  church,  were  introduced  during  Annual 
Conference  by  the  Broadmoor  UMC  of  Shreveport.  They  were  present  for  the  UMW  meeting  at 
Broadmoor  UMC  the  following  week,  at  which  time  Norma  declared  Lydia  to  be  an  Honorary 
Member  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  and  presented  her  with  a certificate 
and  membership  pin.  She  was  also  presented  a charter  as  a sister  unit  of  the  Broadmoor  unit. 
Women’s  Division  first  told  our  president  that  this  would  be  fine.  Later  Barbara  Campbell 
said  a charter  cannot  be  given  to  anyone  outside  of  the  USA  and  they  can’t  be  called  United 
Methodist  Women.  The  disappointment  at  Broadmoor  was  so  great  that  we  did  it  anyway  by  making 
them  a sister  unit  with  the  Broadmoor  UMW.  Norma  reported  this  action  to  the  Jurisdiction  president 
and  to  the  Assistant  General  Secretary  of  the  Women’s  Division.  It  was  suggested  that  she  write  the 
national  president,  Sally  Ernst,  so  that  the  problem  of  overseas  units  could  be  addressed  by  the 
Women’s  Division,  which  she  did.  She  also  promised  Lydia  that  we  would  keep  in  touch  with  her  and 
asked  those  present  to  sign  a card  to  be  sent  to  her. 

Funds  From  Sale  of  Business  Girls’  Inn,  which  was  a Women’s  Division  project  in  Shreveport, 
are  currently  being  held  and  administered  by  the  Methodist  Foundation,  at  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Global  Ministries.  According  to  the  1978  Annual  Conference  Journal,  the  monies  from  this  sale 
were  designated  "to  be  used  in  support  of  those  special  causes,  and  concerns  of  the  United  Methodist 
Women  of  the  Conference."  Proceeds  from  these  funds  were  voted  this  year  to  go  to  MacDonell 
Children’s  Services.  Norma  stated  we  need  to  be  aware  of  these  funds  and  of  how  they  are  spent. 

West  Gulf  Regional  School  was  held  on  Centenary  College  campus  June  12-16.  Dorothy 
Conrad  attended  as  a substitute  for  Mary  Pollard  and  Annie  Lincoln  could  not  be  present.  All  other 
conference  officers  were  present  and  all  of  our  Study  Group  Leaders  attended  this  school  or  another 
regional  school.  Evelyn  Evans  did  a monumental  job  as  local  arrangements  chairperson.  1992  West 
Gulf  Regional  School  will  be  held  at  Baker  University,  Baldwin,  Kansas,  June  17-21. 

The  Greatest  Show  On  Earth:  United  Methodist  Women,  a new  28  minute  video  tape  designed 
to  be  used  in  officer  training,  was  given  to  our  president  at  Regional  School.  Contact  Judy  Rountree 
if  you  wish  to  use  this  tape  during  officer  training  time  at  DELT. 
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Norma  also  received  a 20  minute  video  which  was  prepared  for  the  retirement  of  Theressa 
Hoover.  It  commemorates  her  work  as  deputy  general  secretary  for  22  years  and  offers  a history  of 
the  organization  through  interviews  and  photos.  Virginia  Laskey  is  one  of  the  former  division 
presidents  interviewed. 

Changes  for  1992  Schools  of  Christian  Mission  and  Committees  on  Nomination  have  been 
received.  Betty  Ferrington  will  report  on  School  Changes.  The  Nominations  changes  will  be  phased 
in  at  further  direction  from  the  Women’s  Division.  They  are  now  declaring  the  chair  of  Nominations 
should  serve  for  two  years  and  other  members  should  NOT  be  selected  on  the  basis  of  districts.  It  is 
the  president’s  understanding  that  the  Class  of  ’93  will  still  be  the  ones  to  attend  NOMINATIONS 
NOTE  in  Chicago  next  January. 

A New  Workshop  on  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies  is  being  offered  by  the  Women’s 
Division.  We  already  have  a workshop  scheduled  for  1992  and  another  for  1993.  We  agreed  in  the 
Program  Committee  meeting  to  try  to  reschedule  the  1993  workshop  to  stay  within  our  conference 
Guidelines  which  state  that  we  should  not  schedule  more  than  two  extra  events  each  year  ...over  and 
above  Annual  Meeting,  School  of  Mission  and  DELT. 

Quadrennial  Conference  for  National  Mission  Institutions  will  be  heldNovember  19-21,  1991 
in  East  Rutherford,  NJ.  Executive  directors  and  Board  members  of  the  National  Mission  institutions 
and  conference  presidents  of  United  Methodist  Women  are  designated  to  attend.  New  directions, 
program  priorities  and  policy  changes  related  to  the  National  Mission  Institutions  will  be  introduced. 
A special  workshop  for  United  Methodist  Women  will  be  conducted  by  Women’s  Division  staff  and 
National  Division  staff.  Jerry  Bridges  and  the  president  of  the  MacDonell  Board  plan  to  attend.  Rev. 
Rob  Thompson  and  the  chairperson  of  the  Dulac  Board  also  plan  to  attend.The  Finance  Committee 
has  given  approval  for  our  conference  president  to  attend. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Carlin  reported  that  she  attended  the  state  meeting  of  Church 
Women  United  in  Lake  Charles  as  a representative  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

District  Elected  Leaders  Training  (PELT)  - October  26  - Due  to  a housing  conflict  at  Tall 
Timbers,  DELT  will  be  held  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Pineville.  This  will  be  a one  day 
meeting,  10:00  a.m.  - 2:30  p.m.  Chairperson  - Judy  Rountree.  Assistant  Chair.  - Taylor  Phillips. 

Betty  reported  she  has  been  working  with  the  1991  Annual  Meeting  committee.  She  has 
written  to  Edith  Ming  asking  her  to  be  the  speaker  at  1992  Annual  Meeting  in  Slidell. 

SECRETARY  - Seola  Callahan  asked  District  Presidents  to  remind  local  units  to  pay  the  $2.00 
for  the  Annual  Report  and  Directories  - to  encourage  officer  elections  in  August  or  September  in 
order  to  get  rosters  in  early  - and  to  stress  the  importance  of  accurate  and  prompt  reporting. 

TREASURER  - Mary  Spell  reported  that  at  the  end  of  the  second  quarter  we  have  paid 
$104,173.60  representing  33.1%  of  our  Pledge  to  Mission.  This  is  $5,564.53  more  than  was  paid  on 
this  date  last  year,  which  is  good,  but  not  enough  increase  to  reach  our  $315,000.00  goal.  $28,306.30 
of  the  Pledge  funds  received  have  been  retained  for  A&MD  expenses.  The  A&MD  budget 
expenditure  is  $18,704.99  or  35%  of  the  budgeted  amount.  There  is  a current  balance  of  $29,579.86 
in  the  checking  account  and  a Certificate  of  Deposit  in  the  amount  of  $22,329.91. 

Mary  said  that  overall  the  reporting  from  the  Districts  has  been  prompt  and  accurate  this  year. 
She  has  recently  handled  the  registration  for  the  Jurisdiction  Cluster  II  Event. 

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Mary  Quinones  reported  that  she  had 
participated  in  a New  Orleans  UMC  Mission  Training  Event  called  Mission  Possible,  to  tell  how 
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United  Methodist  Women  as  a mission  organization  relates  to  the  mission  of  the  church.  This  was  a 
good  idea  but  the  event  was  not  well  attended. 

1991  Mission  Ribbons  were  sold  at  the  Conference  UMW  Retreat  totaling  $20 1 .00.  Most  1 99 1 
ribbons  have  been  sold.  We  will  continue  to  sell  them  throughout  1991  as  bookmarks.  1992  Mission 
Ribbons  with  the  theme  "One  Plus"  will  be  ready  for  sale  at  the  Conference  Annual  Meeting  in 
September.  In  a July  mailing  to  all  local  treasurers,  local  presidents,  district  and  conference  officers 
a sheet  was  included  with  a brief  history  of  our  Louisiana  Mission  Ribbons.  The  mailing  also 
included  a letter  regarding  the  special  offering  for  honoring  conference  and  district  retiring  officers, 
and  the  Mission  Candle  form  for  sending  in  money  and  names,  along  with  the  cost  of  mission  for 
1991.  Deadline  for  sending  names  for  the  Mission  Candle  is  September  5. 

Five  Star  Certificates  of  Recognition  for  units  participating  in  all  five  channels  of 
Undesignated  Giving  from  the  4th  quarter  of  1990  through  the  3rd  quarter  of  1991  will  be  presented 
at  District  Annual  Meeetings.  The  World  Thank  Offering  "3 1 -derf ul  Ways  to  say  thanks"  was  revised 
and  included  in  the  Conference  Newsletter. 

Dulac  Community  Center  - Mary  represents  the  Conference  UMW  on  the  Board  for  Dulac. 
She  reported  on  the  new  facility  and  programs.  She  has  a display  on  Dulac  in  the  Learning  Center. 
There  is  also  a petition  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers  regarding  their  exclusion  of  Dulac  in  a hurricane 
protection  plan  for  the  Houma  area.  Enough  signatures  might  change  this  plan  to  benefit  Dulac. 

Annual  Meeting  Pledge  Service  will  incorporate  the  meeting  theme  of  "One  Plus"  as  well  as 
encounters  with  Jesus  as  brought  out  in  our  mission  study  on  John.  The  Mission  Candle  Lighting 
Service  will  be  presented  by  Dorothy  Abraham,  Constance  Abraham-Handy  and  Constance’s  five  year 
old  daughter,  in  line  with  the  theme  of  One  Minute  Plus  One  Minute,  from  generation  to  generation. 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  COORDINATOR  - Celina  Johnson  reported  that  she  was  not 
able  to  attend  the  Conference  Retreat  because  she  was  meeting  with  the  Gulf  Regional  Planning  Team 
at  that  time.  She  did  supply  the  table  graces  for  the  retreat  and  also  for  Gulf  Regional  School  of 
Christian  Mission  and  conference  school.  She  was  responsible  for  displays  at  both  schools. 
Meditation  books  which  include  meditations  by  district  chairpersons  of  Christian  Personhood  will  be 
placed  in  the  packets  for  conference  school.  Celina  helped  select  devotional  materials  to  be  included 
in  the  school  packets  and  will  participate  in  one  of  the  devotional  periods.  She  needs  to  receive 
reports  for  the  Reading  Program  by  August  15  in  order  to  have  certificates  ready  for  Annual  Meeting 
in  September.  A new  level  has  been  added  to  the  Reading  Progam  — 15  books  from  the  current  year 
or  three  previous  years. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  COORDINATOR  - Mary  Pollard  reported  that  we  are 
well  informed  throughout  the  Conference.  In  1990,  52  Excellence  of  Studies  were  given;  59  will  be 
given  for  1991.  There  were  25  Participation  certificates  given  in  1990;  in  1991  there  will  be  30.  Two 
units  took  some  of  the  studies  but  did  not  have  enough  hours  or  had  no  action. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  COORDINATOR  - Geneva  Bell  stated  that  serving 
in  this  office  has  been  one  of  the  most  fulfilling  experiences  of  her  life.  She  attended  the  Interfaith- 
Impact  briefing  held  in  Washington,  D.C.  She  has  distributed  materials  from  this  meeting  and  from 
NOTE  to  her  counterparts  and  has  received  responses  from  five  which  she  shared  at  Regional  School 
update.  She  also  prepared  a display  about  our  current  priorities  and  concerns  for  conference  school. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  COORDINATOR  - Hilda  Sills  requested  all  Supportive 
Community  Coordinators  to  unite  in  praying  for  peace  in  the  Persian  Gulf  and  to  obtain  signatures 
to  be  sent  to  President  Bush  and  President  Hussein  to  support  the  "Statement  of  Concern"  to  world 
leaders.  The  coordinators  were  very  supportive  and  helpful  in  both  endeavors.  She  also  asked  for 
district  participation  in  a child  fingerprinting  project  and  has  received  a report  from  one  district. 
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Hilda  has  communicated  with  her  counterparts  and  shared  information  with  them  including  leadership 
training  material.  The  September  Response  will  include  an  article  on  programs  ministering  to 
incarcerated  women  and  their  children.  New  Campaign  for  Children  materials  are  now  available. 

Norma  stated  that  a request  had  been  made  by  the  Conference  Committee  on  Higher 
Education,  through  Rev.  Fay  Barrhartung,  for  United  Methodist  Women  to  consider  appointing 
someone  to  be  responsible  for  keeping  up  with  students  and  providing  the  committee  with  lists  so  that 
they  would  be  better  able  to  relate  to  the  students.  Our  organization  used  to  have  a student  secretary 
that  did  this  and  since  we  have  quit,  nobody  does  it.  Hilda  said  that  she  would  talk  with  Rev.  Fay 
and  ask  the  district  Supportive  Community  Coordinators  to  assume  this  responsibility. 

COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Norma  Winegeart  read  a report  sent  by  Marilyn  Ray. 
Reports  were  received  from  228  units  for  UMW  Sunday  observance.  Marilyn  attended  Regional 
School.  She  was  the  speaker  for  the  Acadiana  District  Day  Apart.  There  are  15  applicants  for  the 
Estelle  Dameron  Scholarship.  Marilyn  suggested  that  we  have  a Membership  Workshop  for  Women 
Under  39  years  of  age.  Norma  said  the  Cluster  II  workshop  to  be  held  later  this  month  is  for  women 
who  are  not  necessarily  under  35  but  who  have  never  served  beyond  the  local  unit.  The  Women’s 
Division  in  their  April  meeting  approved  the  creation  of  a taskforce  to  explore  the  feasibility  of 
creating  a category  of  membership  in  United  Methodist  Women  for  girls  and  young  women  or 
alternate  methods  for  the  education  and  involvement  of  girls  and  young  women  in  the  organization. 

SECRETARY  OF  PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lois  Heath  reported  she  had  attended  Regional 
School.  She  introduced  some  new  programming  materials. 

SECRETARY  FOR  PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Fannie  Reddix  participated 
in  the  Conference  Retreat  at  Tall  Timbers,  The  Gathering  at  Baton  Rouge,  the  New  Orleans  District 
Day  Apart  and  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School.  She  attended  a one  day  Publicity  and  Public  Relations 
workshop  sponsored  by  the  United  Way  in  New  Orleans.  She  coordinated  the  Learning  Center  for  the 
Conference  School  of  Mission  and  prepared  a display.  Dr.  Roscoe  Reddix  designed  and  prepared 
permanent  district  signs  for  the  learning  center.  Photo  albums  are  on  display  in  James  Dorm. 

HISTORIAN  - Joyce  Reed  reported  that  the  Newsletters  for  January  1985,  May  1985,  January 
1988,  April  1988,  August  1988,  January  1989,  April  1989,  and  August  1989  are  not  in  the  files.  Other 
items  needed  are  programs  and  brochures,  as  well  as  pictures  of  events.  Joyce  said  she  keeps  only  two 
copies  of  anything.  It  was  agreed  by  the  group  that  this  should  be  adequate. 

CONFERENCE  NEWSLETTER  - The  Annual  Meeting  Newletter  has  been  mailed.  These 
corrections  should  be  made:  ( 1 ) The  opening  worship  will  be  done  by  Carol  Susan  Winn.  (2)  Christian 
Disciplines  Workshop  will  be  held  January  17-19,  1992.  The  Newsletter  was  sent  out  earlier  than  the 
regular  schedule  because  the  editor,  Nancy  Carruth,  will  be  attending  World  Methodist  Conference 
at  that  time.  Norma  expressed  her  appreciation  for  all  that  Nancy  does,  not  only  with  the  Newsletter, 
but  in  many  other  areas  of  service  for  the  church  and  United  Methodist  Women. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  - Annie  Lincoln  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Nominations.  Officer  vacancies  were  reviewed  and  Talent  Bank  information  sheets  were  studied. 
Inclusiveness  and  all  other  items  to  be  considered  in  filling  the  positions  were  discussed.  Each  district 
was  asked  to  update  the  files  and  fill  out  Talent  Bank  forms.

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1991  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Gladys  Prillerman  reported  registration  as  of  today  is  236. 
There  are  approximately  44  first-timers.  Some  changes  have  been  made  in  room  assignments.  These 
will  be  noted  on  the  packets  and  also  announced. 

1992  School  of  Christian  Mission  - July  23-26  - Betty  Ferrington,  Dean,  reported  that  she  has 
contacted  study  leaders  for  1992  school  and  has  received  some  confirmations.  To  achieve  Standard 
of  Excellence  set  forth  by  Women’s  Division,  we  will  have  to  make  some  changes  in  the  format  of  the 
1992  school.  We  are  required  not  to  exceed  class  size  of  30  participants  for  each  of  the  three  studies. 
This  means  that  we  will  not  have  the  spiritual  growth  study  in  one  big  group  or  even  two  groups.  We 
will  be  offering  four  groups  for  that  study.

Bennett  Center  in  Nashville. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE  - Mary  Spell  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  had  met  April 
13  and  July  17,  1991.  The  proposed  Conference  Pledge  to  Mission  will  remain  at  $315,000  and  the 
Administrative  and  Membership  Development  proposed  budget  was  set  for  $51,970.  Approval  was 
given  for  President  Norma  Winegeart  to  attend  the  Quadrennial  Conference  for  National  Missions 
Institutions,  November  19-21,  1991,  to  be  held  in  New  Jersey.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends 
that  Secretaries  of  Financial  Interpretation  be  included  in  the  July  1992  Finance  Committee  meeting. 
The  committee  requests  that  the  April  Finance  meeting  be  held  on  a different  date  from  the  other 
committee  meetings.

Handy.  She  stated  she  had  met  with  Constance,  Kathleen  Conrad  and  Pat  Lee.  There  are  some  things 
the  committee  would  like  to  suggest  changes  in.  One  change  is  the  information  concerning  the 
Annual  Meeting  Newsletter.  Earlier  deadlines  require  an  earlier  mailing. 

The  other  change  has  to  do  with  naming  who  is  eligible  to  vote  at  an  annual  Meeting,  the 
listing  in  the  call  letter.  The  suggested  change  is  to  take  out  two  whole  lines  and  just  say,  "The 
presiding  officer  of  all  predecessor  organizations."

MISSION  RECOGNITION  FOR  HER  SERVICE  IN  GULF  REGIONAL  SCHOOLS  OF  CHRISTIAN 
MISSION  1991  AND  1992.  BETTY  TURNER  SECONDED,  MOTION  CARRIED. 

1992  Gulf  Regional  School  - June  17-21  - Baldwin.  Kansas  - Make  note  of  date  change.  The 
Spring  planning  meeting  for  the  1992  School  will  be  February  28-March  1 in  Baldwin,  Kansas.  1992 
Studies  are:  Amos,  Churches  in  Solidarity  With  Women,  and  Faith  in  the  Midst  of  Struggle-The 
Middle  East.  Celina  asked  for  a volunteer  from  this  group  to  write  a meditation  for  the  1992 
meditation  book.  Our  assignment  for  the  Learning  Center  display  is  the  Middle  East. 

Discussion  questions  regarding  content  and  process  of  Regional  School  were  distributed.  Celina  asked 
that  answers  to  these  questions  and  any  other  special  concerns  be  given  to  her  by  mid-year  meeting.

We  accept  God’s  forgiveness  and  prepare  to  follow  wherever  our 
faith  leads  us.  She  used  the  example  of  Jesus  washing  the  disciples’  feet.  To  follow  His  example  is 
to  commit  oneself  to  serving  people  wherever  they  are  and  in  whatever  condition.  To  allow  our  feet 
to  be  washed  we  open  ourselves  to  new  understanding  and  possibilities  for  service.

CORRESPONDENCE  - A thank  you  note  from  Karen  Ujereh  was  read  expressing 
appreciation  for  the  Special  Mission  Recognition  and  support  of  Louisiana  Conference.  A missionary 
letter  was  received  from  Doretha  Brown.  She  began  a new  assignment  in  November  to  Sierra  Leon, 
West  Africa.  Thank  you  notes  from  retiring  Women’s  Division  officers  Maryruth  Nickels  and  Elaine 
Gasser  were  read. 

OFFICER  REPORTS  - A complete  copy  of  each  report  is  on  file  with  the  president,  vice- 
president,  and  secretary,  including  details  of  the  following  highlights. 

TREASURER’S  REPORT  - Mary  Spell  reported  we  paid  $270,156.10  in  Undesignated  funds 
on  our  $315,000  Pledge  to  Mission.  Designated  gifts  sent  to  Women’s  Division  totaled  $30,028.75. 

Each  district  has  received  one-half  of  their  A&MD  budget  funds  amounting  to  $6,947.50. 
The  January  issue  of  the  Conference  newsletter  was  published  and  mailed  at  a cost  of  $1,264.56. 
Other  A&MD  expenses  have  been  for  postage,  a Task  Group  Meeting  for  Annual  Meeting  and  a 
$500.00  advance  for  Annual  Meeting. 

Special  Mission  Recognition  and  Gift  to  Mission  orders  for  1991  total  $2,083.00.  $91.00  has 
been  received  for  Mission  Ribbons.  We  have  a twelve  month  Certificate  of  Deposit  in  the  amount 
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of  $22,329.97  at  6.65%.  The  checking  account  balance  is  $5,454.25.  Vouchers,  verified  by  receipts 
when  possible,  should  be  submitted  in  the  month  in  which  they  occur. 

PRESIDENT’S  REPORT  - Norma  Winegeart  reported  that  she  has  driven  approximately 
5,500  miles  in  the  name  of  United  Methodist  Women  since  Annual  Meeting  in  September.  She  spoke 
at  District  Annual  Meetings  in  Monroe  and  Shreveport  Districts.  Attended  fall  Board  meeting  of 
Church  Women  United,  DELT,  School  of  Christian  Mission  planning  meeting.  Annual  Meeting  task 
group  and  was  UMW  Sunday  speaker  in  two  churches  and  is  scheduled  for  a third.  She  attended  other 
Conference  events  including  Convocation  of  Boards. 

The  Gathering  - is  a conference-wide,  once-in-a-lifetime  event  to  be  held  at  the  Centroplex 
in  Baton  Rouge  on  March  9th.  A glorious  time  of  singing,  renewal  and  preaching  has  been  planned. 
Norma  urged  everyone  to  attend. 

1992  General  and/or  South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  Delegates  - Norma  distributed 
copies  of  the  form  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Laity  for  those  interested  in  being 
nominees.  Forms  should  be  filled  out  and  returned  to  the  Conference  office  by  April  5. 

The  Methodist  Conference  Center  - Norma  stated  that  Tom  Matheny  reported  to  the 
Convocation  of  Boards  that  sufficient  funds  are  on  hand  to  buy  the  property  and  begin  work.  Seola 
Callahan  is  one  of  the  trustees.  The  property  is  north  of  Tall  Timbers  on  the  Coulee  Crossing  Road, 
just  beyond  Woodworth. 

Call  to  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  Funds  - Sandy  Wilder  sent  copies  of  requests  for  these  funds 
to  be  shared  with  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries.  The  executive 
committee  of  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  approved  the  one  from  Hope  House  in  Alexandria 
and  denied  the  one  from  CAUCUS  project  in  New  Orleans.  Hope  House  serves  an  1 1 parish  area  in 
Central  Louisiana  with  transitional  housing  for  women  and  children.  It  has  been  in  operation  since

in  Solidarity.  It  was  organized  in  1990.  They  are  asking  for  $23,950  for  salaries  and  office  expenses. 
This  seems  in  no  way  to  be  connected  with  the  United  Methodist  Church.  Norma  asked  if  anyone 
knew  anything  about  this  project.  There  was  no  response. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  ESTHER  SANSON,  SECONDED  BY  KATHY  SHEA,  TO  APPROVE  THE 
FUNDS  REQUESTED  BY  HOPE  HOUSE.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  MARY  SPELL,  SECONDED  BY  MARIE  YOUNG,  THE  FUNDS 
REQUESTED  BY  CAUCUS  PROJECT  BE  DENIED.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

Requests  for  Assembly  Funds  - have  been  received  and  forwarded  to  the  Jurisdiction  Core 
Planning  Group  which  will  make  the  decisions  in  late  March.  Sue  Johnson  stated  that  she  sits  on  the 
commitee  that  makes  these  decisions  and  would  be  interested  in  any  special  information  regarding  any 
of  the  projects.

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The  Campaign  for  Children  - is  one  of  our  conference  goals  and  continues  as  a quadrennial 
emphasis.  Only  14  units  have  signed  and  returned  the  Commitment  forms.  Norma  said  she  knew 
more  than  14  units  are  working  on  this  but  reports  have  not  been  sent  in. 

1995  Study  - THE  FAMILY  - Norma  wrote  to  Women’s  Division  expressing  her  concern 
about  this  study  and  the  definition  of  "The  Family"  to  be  used.  Her  letter  was  printed  in  Response 
Magazine  November  1990  issue  as  part  of  an  article  by  Ann  Craig.  Norma  asked  that  any  strong 
feelings  on  this  subject  be  made  known  to  the  Women’s  Division.  The  Committee  on  Spiritual  and 
Theological  Concerns  discussed  the  1995  Spiritual  Growth  Study  "Families  From  Scripture  Today," 
and  reaffirmed  the  direction  of  the  study  as  stated  in  the  definition  found  in  The  Word  on  Families 
by  Dr.  G.  William  Sheek: 

"We,  as  sisters  and  brothers  in  the  family  of  God,  accept  equally  as  families  those  who 

are  related  by  marriage  or  remarriage,  blood  or  adoption;  those  who  covenant  to  live 

together  as  family;  and  those  single  persons  living  alone  who  choose  to  be  family  with 

others  outside  their  kinship  family." 

SI 00  Special  Mission  Recognition  Pin  to  be  given  at  Annual  Conference  - Please  give  any 
suggestions  for  the  person  to  receive  this  special  recognition  to  Norma.  The  final  selection  will  be 
made  by  the  Administrative  Committee. 

Jurisdiction  Event:  Cluster  II  - Report  submitted  by  Doris  Brown  was  read  by  Betty  Carlin, 
Vice  President.  September  28  - October  2 , 1990,  Doris  attended  Orientation  in  Mission  meeting  in 
New  York  City.  The  purpose  of  this  seminar  was  to  provide  a forum  in  which  young  Asians,  Blacks, 
Hispanics  and  Native  Americans  could  foster  a better  understanding  of  and  commitment  to  United 
Methodist  Women.  Twenty  women  35  years  of  age  or  younger,  from  ten  Conferences  and  various 
ethnic  and  racial  minority  backgrounds  attended.  The  group  visited  three  mission  projects  of  the 
Women’s  Division. 

November  9 - 11,  1990,  Doris  attended  the  "Each  Local  Woman:  Claiming  Our  Heritage  In 
Mission"  workshop  in  Fayetteville,  Arkansas  sponsored  by  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core 
Planning  Group.  Also  attending  from  Louisiana  were  Betty  Carlin  and  Carrie  Lee  Diaz,  and 
Lueburda  Myers  who  serves  on  the  Core  Planning  Group.  Emphasis  for  the  meeting  was  the  "local" 
woman,  specifically  those  who  have  not  held  office  beyond  the  local  level.  Program  theme  was 
Interpretaion  of  the  Purpose.  The  group  was  divided  into  four  clusters  to  duplicate  this  presentation. 
Cluster  II  includes  Little  Rock,  North  Arkansas,  Texas  and  Louisiana  Conferences.  Doris  is 
chairperson  of  Cluster  II  to  be  held  July  27-28,  1991  at  Centenary. 

Membership  Workshop  - Patsy  Washington  attended  this  event  at  Scarritt-Bennett  Center  in 
August.  Patsy  represented  the  Conference  Chairperson  of  Membership.  Developments  and 
recommendations  for  future  programming  were  made  to  the  Women’s  Division. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Carlin  attended  New  Officers  Training  Event  (NOTE)  in  New 
York  in  December.  Others  attending  from  Louisiana  Conference  were:  Mary  Pollard,  Mary 
Quinones,  Marilyn  Ray,  Hilda  Sills,  and  Geneva  Bell.  The  program  included  worship,  leadership 
development,  officer  training,  and  sightseeing.  We  went  in  groups  to  different  places  for  dinner  and 
learned  how  to  give  the  homeless  our  left  over  food.  It  was  a very  informative  and  enjoyable  meeting. 

Betty  represented  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  Jurisdiction  Training  for  the  Local  Woman, 
assisted  Betty  Ferrington  with  District  Elected  Leaders  Training.  Written  consent  has  been  received 
from  Thelma  Johnson  to  be  our  speaker  for  1991  Annual  Meeting.  Betty  met  with  Janelle 
McCammon  to  plan  the  Retreat  and  the  Annual  Meeting  Task  Group  Planning  Committee  in  Sulphur. 
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SECRETARY  - Seola  Callahan  stated  that  the  1990-1991  Annual  Report  and  Directories  are 
ready  for  distribution.  The  cost  to  print  was  $1,404.40.  They  were  printed  by  the  same  company  in 
Mansfield  that  has  done  them  for  the  past  three  years.  Bids  from  printers  in  Alexandria  were  $2,800 
and  $3,060.  Only  $1,000  is  budgeted.  It  is  important  to  stress  the  $2.00  donation  for  each  Directory. 
The  cover  was  designed  by  a young  United  Methodist  Woman  under  age  30.  She  used  the  Annual 
Meeting  Program  Book  cover  to  create  the  design  representing  United  Methodist  Women  as  Links  in 
Mission.  No  two  links  alike,  some  not  quite  perfect,  extending  in  all  directions  without  a definite 
end.  Janelle  McCammon  wrote  the  dedication  to  Bishop  Oden.  The  books  are  not  perfect.  I made 
some  mistakes,  some  of  the  information  furnished  was  in  error,  and  some  things  have  changed  since 
we  went  to  press.  If  you  will  give  me  any  corrections  I will  make  the  changes  on  the  computer  now. 
Thanks  to  all  who  helped  "get  it  all  together,"  especially  the  District  Secretaries  and  Presidents. 

I attended  The  Gathering  in  Fort  Worth  as  your  delegate  and  it  was  the  most  wonderful 
meeting  I have  ever  been  to.  A report  is  in  the  Directory  on  page  80.  Much  of  this  program  will  be 
included  in  the  Louisiana  Gathering  on  March  9 in  Baton  Rouge.  I felt  that  everything  had  been 
planned  just  for  me.  The  predominant  message  was  "Worship,"  and  that  worship  can  include  all  kinds 
of  expressions.  There  is  room  in  our  Methodist  worship  for  every  kind  of  expression;  we  are  all  one. 
The  closing  message  was  that  all  of  us  would  like  to  stay  where  we  are,  safe  among  our  friends  and 
loved  ones,  where  everything  is  going  smoothly  and  the  valley  is  green  and  beautiful,  but  we  must 
go  over  the  mountain  and  tell  the  people  on  the  other  side  about  the  love  of  Christ. 

CHRISTIAN  PERSONHOOD  COORDINATOR  - Celina  Johnson  reported  she  had  seven 
district  coordinators  present  for  DELT.  Local  observances  of  Call  to  Prayer  and  Self  Denial  are  being 
planned.  District  assignments  for  School  of  Christian  Mission  have  been  made.  A request  will  be 
mailed  to  secure  signatures  for  the  petition  for  peace  from  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  to 
follow  the  "Ten  Things  You  Can  Do  For  Peace."  Celina  will  furnish  table  graces  for  Retreat  but  will 
not  be  able  to  attend  because  Regional  School  Committee  will  be  meeting  at  Centenary  that  week  end. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  COORDINATOR  - Hilda  Sills  attended  NOTE  as  a newly 
elected  officer.  She  stated  she  received  a lot  of  information  and  is  sharing  this  with  District 
Coordinators.  Through  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  they  are  working  to  get  50,000  signatures  to 
a letter  to  President  Bush  and  President  Hussein  promoting  peace.  Ten  things  you  can  do  for  peace 
is  also  being  emphasized. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  COORDINATOR  - Geneva  Bell  stated  she  had  been 
reading  and  studying  to  keep  abreast  of  social  issues  and  concerns  that  affect  us  and  has  worked  to 
keep  her  counterparts  informed.  Calls  have  been  made  and  letters  written  to  our  government  officials 
in  an  effort  to  promote  peace  and  justice  for  all.  She  attended  NOTE  and  will  share  the  information 
from  this  meeting  with  district  coordinators.  Geneva’s  closing  statement:  "My  sisters,  prayer  is  the 
key  to  every  problem.  Let  us  never  cease  praying,  God  is  our  answer!" 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  COORDINATOR  - Mary  Pollard  said  DELT  was  well 
attended.  She  also  attended  NOTE  in  New  York  and  received  a lot  of  useful  information  for  her 
office.  She  had  an  enjoyable  time  as  well. 

SECRETARY  OF  PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lois  Heath  reported  she  had  attended  several 
district  meetings  and  the  Committee  Planning  Meeting  for  the  1991  School  of  Christian  Mission.  The 
Women’s  Division  has  recently  developed  two  new  promotional  resources  for  the  reading  program;

(2)  Reading  Program  Certificate  #1531  - 3.00 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  - Annie  Lincoln  reported  the  Committee  will  meet 
tomorrow  to  begin  working  on  filling  the  offices  for  the  coming  term. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Marilyn  Ray  stated  the  greatest  concern  of  those  who 
attended  NOTE  was  the  communication  link  from  Conference  to  District  to  Local  women.  She 
reported  she  learned  a lot  about  the  office  of  Membership  Chairperson  and  the  United  Methodist 
Women’s  organization.  In  January  she  sent  letters  and  report  forms  concerning  UMW  Sunday  to  all 
local  unit  presidents.  Marilyn  asked  the  District  Presidents  to  promote  the  Estelle  Dameron 
Scholarship  for  1991  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Mary  Quinones  reported  a very 
successful  and  productive  DELT.  She  expressed  her  appreciation  for  the  opportunity  to  attend 
NOTE.  The  districts  are  doing  a good  job  of  carrying  our  "You  Are  the  Link"  theme  to  the  local 
units.  Originally  5,000  Mission  Ribbons  were  ordered  at  13  cents  each  and  an  additional  order  for 
1,000  at  16.2  cents.  She  has  450  ribbons  on  hand.  Suggested  ways  to  use  the  ribbons  are:  gift 
bookmarks,  include  them  in  Gift  to  Mission,  Thank  You,  and  Birthday  cards.  Possible  theme  for  1992 
ribbons  is  "One  Plus  You  in  1992."  Alternate  ideas  and  artwork  ideas  for  a One  Plus  ribbon  will  be 
welcomed.  The  31-derful  Ways  to  Say  Thanks  sheets  for  World  Thank  Offering  observance  month 
are  being  revised.  The  Bible  study  and  prayer  emphases  will  not  be  revised.  Other  Thank  Bank 
promotions  are  being  planned.  Mary  is  preparing  a presentation  on  Dulac  for  the  Learning  Center  at 
School  of  Christian  Mission.  In  March  a mailing  will  be  sent  to  local  presidents  concerning  the  1991 
Conference  Mission  Candle  and  the  gifts  for  conference  and  district  retiring  officers. 

SECRETARY  FOR  PUBLICITY  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Fannie  Reddix  stated  that 
secretaries  from  Ruston,  Monroe,  Shreveport  and  North  Shore  Districts  attended  DELT.  She  will  be 
in  charge  of  the  Learning  Center  for  the  1991  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission.  She  will 
prepare  a NO  SMOKING  handout  for  the  school.  She  has  taken  pictures  at  all  the  activities  she  has 
attended.  They  will  be  on  display  at  School  of  Mission  and  Annual  Meeting.  Fannie  asked  that  each 
officer  send  her  a picture  and  get  it  to  her  before  May. 

DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including  details  of  the 
following  highlights: 

SHREVEPORT  DISTRICT  - Betty  Turner,  president,  reported  five  new  units  organized  in 
1990.  Attendance  at  both  mini-schools  was  ninety.  Shreveport  District  had  a good  attendance  at 
Annual  Meeting  in  Monroe.  District  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  Mangum  Memorial  Church  with 
one  hundred  participating.  Local  Leadership  Training  was  held  in  two  churches  with  109  registered. 
Program  plans  for  1991  are  complete.  The  Conference  Goals  have  been  accepted.  Two  units  have 
disbanded.  We  did  not  meet  our  1990  budget.  It  will  be  met  this  year! 

RUSTON  DISTRICT  - Elouise  Sanders,  president,  reported  only  fifteen  persons  from  Ruston 
District  attended  School  of  Mission  in  July.  87  people  representing  20  units  attended  Mini-School 
at  First  United  Methodist  Church  Minden.  We  had  a good  representation  at  Conference  Annual 
Meeting  in  Monroe.  Ruston  District  Annual  meeting  was  held  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Homer.  The  theme  was  "Links  in  Mission".  89  people  from  20  units  attended.  Six  members  of  the 
District  Mission  Team  attended  DELT.  There  were  61  at  Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  held  in 
Arcadia.  In  November  the  conference  goals,  the  A&MD  budget  and  the  pledge  were  adopted  and 
program  plans  were  made  for  the  year.  Our  Annual  Meeting  will  be  October  5,  1991  at  Springhill 
United  Methodist  Church.  Norma  Winegeart  will  be  the  speaker.  Reports  have  been  received  from 
all  units.  Faith  unit  disbanded.  The  Pilgrim  Rest  unit  was  transferred  to  the  Ruston  District.  There 
was  a loss  in  membership  in  1990  from  1036  to  1007.  We  had  good  participation  in  the  Excellence  of 
Studies  and  the  Reading  Program  and  we  overpaid  our  pledge.  Several  members  of  the  Mission  Team 
were  speakers  at  UMW  Sunday  observances. 

NORTH  SHORE  DISTRICT  - Dorothy  Pierce,  president,  reported  100%  attendance  of 
District  Officers  at  DELT  for  the  second  year.  LELT  was  held  November  10,  1990  at  First  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Hammond  followed  by  Executive  Committee  meeting.  All  1991  dates  were  set 
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and  committees  were  appointed.  The  Executive,  Finance  and  Nominations  committees  met  January 
17,  1991.  The  budget  was  set  and  the  1992  pledge  was  raised  to  $22,000;  we  overpaid  our  pledge  for 
1990.  The  Conference  goals  were  adopted.  Mission  cards  are  being  sent  to  missionaries  on  their 
birthdays.  We  are  encouraging  recycling  programs,  promoting  Response  and  World  Outlook 
subscriptions,  using  the  Shepherd  program  to  encourage  better  attendance  at  Retreat  and  District 
meetings.  Through  our  Christian  Social  Involvement  Coordinator  we  are  planning  a library  at 
Washington  Correctional  Institute  with  individual  donations  for  books.  1991  Annual  Meeting  will  be 
held  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Denham  Springs  on  October  12. 

NEW  ORLEANS  DISTRICT  - Lottie  Palazzo,  president,  was  absent  and  did  not  send  a report. 

MONROE  DISTRICT  - Marie  Young,  president,  reported  that  they  had  overpaid  their  pledge 
for  1990.  Observance  of  UMW  Sunday  has  been  emphasized  and  many  of  our  District  Officers  have 
been  speakers.  Some  units  will  be  having  this  observance  at  a later  date.  We  have  had  a good 
response.  Goals  have  been  set  for  1991.  Emphasis  was  made  on  how  to  organize  new  units  and  ways 
discussed  to  help  small  membership  churches.  Program  plans  have  been  made  and  the  District  Team 
has  started  visiting  in  the  local  units.  Our  prayer  is  that  we  will  be  able  to  organize  new  units  and 
those  who  have  disbanded  will  decide  to  re-organize.  Marie  shared  the  following  with  the  group: 

"The  small  group  at  Mangham  UMC  for  the  last  four  years  has  had  only  four 
members.  They  met  regularly  and  that  unit  was  always  one  of  the  first  to  pay  their 
pledge.  They  participated  in  the  studies.  The  average  age  of  the  four  members  is  80! 

On  January  10th  we  went  to  Mangham  and  organized  a night  group  of  thirteen  young 
ladies  and  the  following  week  four  older  ladies  joined  the  older  group.  This  is  indeed 
a miracle.  So  never  give  up  on  small  units." 

LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT  - Joyce  Hazel,  president,  reporting.  The  District  Annual 
Meeting  was  held  October  6 in  Lake  Charles  at  St.  Luke’s-Simpson  UMC  and  was  well  attended. 
Local  Elected  Leaders  Training  was  held  at  Uskichitto  Retreat  Center  November  8 with  65  in 
attendance.  We  overpaid  our  pledge  again  in  1990  and  100%  reported  UMW  Sunday  observances.  We 
had  good  participation  in  all  district  and  conference  programs.  We  received  63  reading  certificates 
and  16  certificates  for  Excellence  of  Studies.  A new  unit  was  organized  at  Trinity  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Crowley.  Local  units  are  being  urged  to  adopt  and  implement  the  1991  conference  goals 
and  to  follow  through  by  signing  and  circulating  the  United  Methodist  Women’s  Statement  of  Concern 
to  World  Leaders  regarding  the  war  in  the  Persian  Gulf.  Quiet  Day  Retreat  will  be  held  April  10  with 
Norma  Winegeart  as  our  Retreat  leader.  The  Membership  committee  is  working  to  organize  a new 
unit  at  Sweetlake  and  to  reactivate  units  at  Mount  Zion  in  Leesville  and  in  Hackberry. 

BATON  ROUGE  DISTRICT  - Alice  Irving,  president,  reported.  Twenty-four  attended 
School  of  Christian  Mission.  Sixty-two  attended  the  District  Mini-School  held  August  1 1,  1990  at 
Gonzales  United  Methodist  Church.  Thirty-five  attended  Conference  Annual  Meeting  in  Monroe. 
District  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  the  new  facility  of  Evangeline  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Baton  Rouge  with  105  in  attendance.  We  had  ten  district  officers  at  DELT.  Attendance  was  good 
at  LELT  held  November  3,  1990  at  Blackwater  UMC.  Our  goal  is  to  visit  each  unit  in  the  district  . 
We  have  accepted  the  Conference  Goals,  planned  our  calendar,  reworked  the  Shepherdess  Program, 
and  accepted  the  proposed  budget.  We  are  focusing  on  reaching  the  small  churches  and  emphasizing 
the  importance  of  each  local  unit. 

ALEXANDRIA  DISTRICT  - Esther  Sanson,  president,  stated  that  the  first  mini-school  in 
three  years  was  held  with  35  in  attendance.  District  Annual  Meeting  was  held  at  First  UMC  in 
Natchitoches.  A mission  candle  made  from  candles  used  by  units  and  churches  of  the  Alexandria 
District  was  burned  for  17  minutes.  Three  units  were  presented  certificates  for  having  participated 
in  the  "5  Ways  of  Undesignated  Giving."  We  also  gave  out  31  certificates  to  those  who  attended 
Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Evaluations  are  slow  coming  in.  District  program  dates  for 
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1991  have  been  set.  Communication  between  Conference,  District  and  Local  units  is  still  a major 
concern.  We  are  working  to  reactivate  disbanded  units  and  to  organize  new  ones.  We  have  good 
participation  in  celebrating  UMW  Sunday. 

ACADIANA  DISTRICT  - Dorothy  Dunbar,  president,  reported  34  attended  Local  Elected 
Leaders  Training.  A Newsletter  is  now  being  published  for  the  district  on  a regular  basis.  We 
overpaid  our  Pledge  to  Mission. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  TRAINING  EVENT  - Kathryn  Shea  and  Sylvia  Redman 
attended  this  event  held  in  Chicago  January  25-27,  1991.  Betty  Adams  was  unable  to  attend  due  to 
her  husband’s  illness.  Kathy  expressed  her  appreciation  for  this  opportunity.  She  met  a lot  of  people 
and  gained  a lot  of  knowledge.  She  learned  that  nominations  is  a year  round  job  of  selecting  the  best 
person  for  the  office  and  informing  them  of  what  is  expected  of  them.  The  job  does  not  stop  there. 
A new  officer  should  not  be  left  to  "flounder"  but  needs  to  be  "nurtured."  Sylvia  also  met  a lot  of  new 
people  and  shared  ideas  for  Nominations.  Many  of  her  questions  about  the  office  were  answered. 
She  said  the  meeting  was  well  planned  and  very  informative.  The  theme  this  year  is  "Inclusiveness," 
not  only  of  all  ages,  districts,  races,  but  also  those  with  handicaps. 

The  meeting  was  recessed  for  the  evening  by  the  president. 

President  Norma  Winegeart  called  the  morning  session  to  order  at  8:30  a.m.,  Saturday, 
February  9,  1991. 

Conference  Retreat  - In  answer  to  questions  concerning  expenses  for  Conference  Retreat,  the 
president  stated  this  is  an  optional  event.  Retreat  is  a self-sustaining  program.  Expenses  are  paid 
only  for  those  persons  on  the  Retreat  Committee  and  those  who  are  leaders  for  the  retreat. 

Elouise  Sanders  gave  the  morning  devotional.  Her  theme  was  "Teamwork"  based  on  an 
example  in  the  Old  Testament,  Exodus  17:8-13.  There  are  several  persons  mentioned  in  this  text  and 
each  had  to  perform  his  assigned  duty  in  order  to  win  the  victory.  She  illustrated  the  importance  of 
teamwork  to  accomplish  the  task.  It  takes  the  support  and  effort  of  each  one  of  us  to  fulfill  the 
mission  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

National  Seminar  - will  be  held  August  18-25,  1991  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  This  event  is  held 
once  every  four  years.  Each  Conference  is  allowed  to  send  one  conference  officer,  one  district 
president  and  one  local  member,  preferably  someone  who  has  never  served  beyond  the  local  unit.

SUBMITTED  TO  THE  SOUTH  CENTRAL  JURISDICTION  AS  ONE  OF  THE  DELEGATES  FROM 
THE  JURISDICTION.  SECONDED  AND  CARRIED. 

Cluster  11  Attendance  Pattern  - Doris  Brown  is  chairperson  of  this  event  to  be  held  at 
Centenary  College  July  27-28,  1991.  Each  Conference  is  allowed  35  delegates.  Louisiana  Conference 
UMW  will  pay  the  registration,  room  and  board  of  each  delegate.  Transportation  is  to  be  paid  by  the 
individual,  or  her  local  unit,  or  her  district.  Delegates  must  not  have  served  beyond  the  local  unit. 
Suggested  attendance  pattern  is  each  of  the  nine  districts  will  be  allowed  three  delegates  who  are  to 
be  selected  by  the  district  administrative  committee.

Quadrennial  Jurisdiction  Meeting  - Six  delegates  and  an  alternate  are  elected  to  attend  the 
Quadrennial  Meeting  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction.  These  shall  be  elected  in  July  prior  to  the 
spring  meeting.  Nominations  from  the  floor,  simple  majority  elect.  All  delegates  must  be  Conference 
Officers. 

Norma  asked  the  committee  to  begin  thinking  about  these  nominees  now  and  be  prepared  for 
the  elections  at  the  July  meeting.  Sue  Johnson  explained  the  election  process  for  Women’s  Division. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM  - Betty  Carlin,  Vice  President,  reviewed  the  Calendar  as 
printed  in  the  Directory.

Change  date  of  Church  Women  United  Assembly  to  November  9-12. 
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1991  Annual  Meeting  - Betty  stated  she  met  with  the  Task  Group  at  Henning  Memorial 
United  Methodist  Church  in  Sulphur.  Committees  have  been  appointed  and  are  functioning.  There 
will  not  be  a banquet.  All  sessions  will  be  held  in  the  Family  Life  Center. 

1991  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Gladys  Prillerman,  Dean,  sent  her  report.  Study  group 
leaders  have  been  confirmed.  Articles  for  the  Conference  Newsletter  should  be  given  to  the  editor 
today.  Two  time  plans  were  submitted  for  consideration.  Some  people  have  suggested  that  it  is  hard 
to  stay  awake  for  classes  in  the  early  afternoon.  Plan  A is  basically  the  schedule  we  have  been  using.

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  BETTY  TURNER  AND  SECONDED  BY  LOIS  HEATH  THAT  THE  1992 
SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  BE  HELD  JULY  22-26  AT  CENTENARY  COLLEGE. 
MOTION  CARRIED.  Betty  Ferrington  will  be  the  Dean  and  Lois  Heath,  Assistant  Dean. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  - Mary  Spell,  treasurer,  stated  the  Finance  Committee  will  meet  in 
Bunkie  on  April  13  to  set  the  budget.  The  total  of  the  District  pledges  falls  short  of  the  Conference 
pledge.  The  Conference  pledge  was  not  met  for  the  last  two  years.  This  will  be  addressed  at  the 
April  meeting.  Mary  will  send  notices  of  the  meeting  to  the  Finance  Committee.  Membership, 
Nomination  and  Standing  Rules  chairpersons  are  asked  to  send  notices  to  their  committees.  Norma 
suggested  consideration  be  given  to  the  Finance  Committee  meeting  at  a different  time  from  the  other 
committees  in  1992.  Mary  distributed  copies  of  Expense  Guidelines  and  asked  that  vouchers  be  filled 
out  completely  including  carpools  and  names  and  addresses. 

NEWSLETTER  - Nancy  Carruth,  Editor,  sent  a report  that  the  Newletter  will  be  mailed

Place  of  1992  Annual  Meeting  - Celina  Johnson  reported  the  1992  Annual  Meeting  will  be 
held  at  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  Slidell. 

WEST  GULF  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  - Celina  Johnson  will  meet  with  the  West  Gulf  Regional 
School  of  Christian  Missions  Planning  Committee  in  Shreveport,  March  1-3,  1991.  A cover  design 
entry  may  be  submitted  to  Celina  before  March  1.  Fannie  Reddix  will  assist  Celina  with  the  Learning 
Center  display  on  Living  Values-Changing  Times. 

CHARTER  FOR  RACIAL  JUSTICE  POLICIES  - Norma  Winegeart  reported  the  Committee 
met  in  July  and  planned  activities  for  the  Annual  Meeting  in  September.  Copies  of  the  Charter  for 
Racial  Justice  Policies  were  placed  in  the  Annual  Meeting  packets  and  an  additional  color  coded  sheet. 
On  one  side  Marilyn  Ray  listed  Suggested  Activities  for  the  local  unit.  On  the  other  side  "Are  you 
Prejudiced?"  was  compiled  by  Wilma  Crosby.  During  the  session  of  Annual  Meeting  Constance 
Abraham-Handy  and  Betty  Ferrington  presented  a conversation  concerning  communication  between 
the  black  and  white  members  of  UMW.  Committee  members  are  listed  in  the  Report-Directory. 
According  to  information  from  the  Women’s  Division  the  Louisiana  Conference  membership  is 
approximately  78%  white,  20%  black  and  2%  Hispanic  and  Oriental.  The  current  conference  elected 
leadership  is  50%  white  and  50%  black.  Adding  the  appointed  leadership,  chairperson  of  Committee 
on  Nominations,  the  Dean  and  Assistant  Dean,  Core  Planning  Group  and  Regional  School 
representatives  the  total  is  1 1 blacks  and  9 whites.  The  conference  leadership  has  far  more  than  the 
20%  blacks  that  represent  the  total  membership.  There  are  8 white  district  presidents  and  one  black. 
Eight  of  the  districts  do  have  blacks  among  their  elected  leadership.  One  district  has  no  black 
churches.  Blacks  have  been  used  in  the  leadership  of  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  and  Annual 
Meeting.  Doris  Brown  (black),  represented  the  conference  at  the  Mission  Orientation  event  in  New 
York  City.  Three  blacks  and  one  white  were  conference  representatives  to  the  Jurisdiction  event  in 
Fayetteville.  Doris  Brown  has  been  selected  chairperson  of  the  Cluster  II  event.  Only  one  Hispanic 
has  been  used  on  the  conference  level.  Marta  Sanfiel  taught  in  the  1990  School  of  Christian  Mission 
and  participated  in  the  Annual  Meeting  Program.  A young  Japanese  woman  is  to  be  one  of  our  study 
group  leaders  in  the  1991  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Two  native  Americans  from  Dulac  were  to 
attend  the  Mission  Orientation  event  but  could  not  go  "at  the  last  minute."  This  committee  will  meet 
again  during  the  School  of  Christian  Mission. 

NASHVILLE  REGION  - Sue  Johnson  reported  on  the  changes  that  are  taking  place  in  the 
leadership  of  Women’s  Division  as  several  key  persons  retire.  She  explained  some  of  the  duties  of  her 
office.  One  of  Sue’s  responsibilities  for  this  quadrennium  is  to  do  in-Conference  Leadership 
Development  workshops.  She  sits  on  many  boards  and  committees,  works  with  two  Regional  Schools, 
is  study  leader  in  three  conference  schools,  does  programming  for  special  events/issues,  and  works 
with  National  Division  projects.  We  are  still  operating  under  the  1964  agreement,  an  inter-board 
agreement,  a restructuring  of  the  board.  In  that  process  the  property  that  was  owned  and 
administered  by  Women’s  Division  was  split  up.  The  Women’s  Division  still  owns  the  property  but 
National  Division  does  the  programming  and  World  Division  does  the  programming.  Sue,  Norma 
Winegeart  and  Seola  Callahan  are  going  to  visit  the  projects  in  Louisiana.  Sue  said  she  has  now 
purchased  a five  year  calendar  instead  of  a one  year  calendar  and  hopes  to  continue  to  be  a resource 
person  wherever  she  is  needed. 

CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  - Joyce  Reed  gave  a summary  of  the  organization  of  Church 
Women  United,  its  purpose  and  programs.  1991  is  the  Jubilee  Year  and  will  culminate  with  an 
Assembly  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  November  9-12. 

WORLD  FEDERATION  OF  METHODIST  WOMEN  - will  be  held  in  Singapore  in  July. 
Edith  Ming  from  New  Orleans  is  the  current  president. 
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CONFERENCE  OFFICER  RESPONSIBILITY  REPORTS  - Analysis  forms  for 
Women/Employment/Leadership  have  been  sent  to  all  conference  officers.  These  should  be  given 
to  Norma  or  mailed  to  her  when  completed. 

TRAINING  FOR  WORKERS  WITH  CHILDREN  - Evelyn  Evans  attended  this  event  in  1990. 
She  participated  in  one  District  Mini-  School.  She  is  still  willing  to  help  churches  and  districts  to 
involve  children  in  the  mission  studies.  May  31  - June  2 is  the  date  for  the  1991  training  at  Scarritt- 
Bennett.  No  funds  are  in  the  budget  for  this.  Women’s  Division  pays  only  $25.00.  Betty  Carlin  asked 
that  we  promote  this  in  the  local  churches  this  year  since  Evelyn  participated  in  only  one  district 
event.  Sue  Johnson  suggested  presenting  this  at  the  next  Conference  School  Committee  meeting. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  BETTY  CARLIN  NOT  TO  SEND  A REPRESENTATIVE  TO  THE 
TRAINING  FOR  WORKERS  WITH  CHILDREN  IN  1991.  SECONDED  AND  CARRIED. 

CHILD  CARE  SUBSIDY  - The  Women’s  Division  allows  a $30.00  per  day  subsidy  for  child  care. 
Norma  Winegeart  asked  if  we  as  a Conference  need  to  consider  adding  to  our  budget  some  amount 
for  child  care  for  young  women  who  are  elected  as  conference  officers.  Most  local  units  provide  child 
care  and  feel  that  it  is  important  to  do  this  for  young  mothers  to  be  active  members.  This  concern 
will  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned  with  prayer.

Constance  Abraham-Handy,  chairperson;  Kathleen  Conrad,  Nell  Hayes,  Pat  Lee,  Betty  Ferrington, 
Gladys  Prillerman,  Esther  Sanson  and  Norma  Winegeart,  ex-officio. 

The  Charter  for  Racial  Justice  Policies  Committee  has  7 members,  3 are  by  virtue  of  their 
office:  President/chairperson  - Norma  Winegeart;  Christian  Social  Involvement  - Geneva  Bell; 
Committee  on  Nominations  chairperson  - Kathy  Shea.  Nominated  by  the  Committee  on 
Nominations:  one  district  president  - Betty  Turner,  one  from  executive  committee  - Mary  Pollard, 
3 year  term  1991-1994  - Mary  Quinones,  3 year  term  1991-1994  - Fannie  Reddix. 

These  have  been  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  but  need  to  be  approved  by  the 
executive  committee. 
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MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  CELINA  JOHNSON,  SECONDED  BY  LOIS  HEATH,  THAT  THESE 
NOMINATIONS  BE  ACCEPTED.  MOTION  CARRIED. 


VICE  PRESIDENT  - Betty  Carlin  reporting. 

Cluster  II  - was  held  July  27  and  28,  1991,  at  Centenary  College  in  Shreveport.  Each  of  four 
conferences  was  to  have  35  members  from  local  units  who  had  never  served  beyond  the  local  level. 
Louisiana  had  the  largest  representation,  Texas  second  and  the  two  Arkansas  Conferences  least.  The 
leaders  took  the  participants  from  the  local  level  through  the  complete  program  covering 
programming.  Membership,  Christian  Personhood,  Global  Concerns,  Supportive  Community,  and 
Christian  Social  Involvement.  Where  and  how  the  money  goes  was  also  explained.  Everything  was 
done  in  a fun  way.  A typical  comment:  "I  never  learned  so  much  about  UMW  and  had  so  much  fun 
as  we  did  this  weekend!" 

SECRETARY  - Seola  Callahan  asked  District  Presidents  to  send  her  a list  of  the  new  district 
officers  as  soon  as  they  are  elected.  Present  District  Presidents  are  responsible  for  an  "end  of  year" 
article  for  their  district  to  be  included  in  the  Annual  Report-Directory. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  SEOLA  CALLAHAN,  SECONDED  BY  NANCY  CARRUTH,  THAT  THE 
1991-92  ANNUAL  REPORT  AND  DIRECTORY  BE  DEDICATED  IN  MEMORY  OF  VIRGINIA 
LASKEY.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

TREASURER  - Mary  Spell  reported  a balance  of  $19,395.40  in  the  checking  account  and  a 
Certificate  of  Deposit  in  the  amount  of  $22,329.97.  The  districts  have  given  $10,285.95  for  the 
Mission  Candle.  The  School  of  Christian  Mission  financial  statement  is  on  file.  Income  was 
$17,425.15,  expenditures  $24,392.77.  Adding  the  budgeted  amount  of  $7,500.00,  there  is  a credit  of 
$532.38  for  the  conference  school.  The  districts  have  each  received  three-fourths  of  their  A&MD 
budget  funds. 

The  Task  Group  on  Annual  Meeting  recommends  that  the  offering  be  given  in  honor  of  the 
Local  Woman  in  keeping  with  the  theme  "One  Plus."  It  was  suggested  that  we  also  include  Virginia 
Laskey  in  view  of  the  fact  that  she  was  the  first  Women’s  Division  president  and  the  only  Women’s 
Division  president  from  Louisiana.  Mrs.  Laskey  exemplified  the  local  woman  One  Plus. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  JOYCE  REED,  SECONDED  BY  ESTHER  SANSON,  THAT  THE  1991 
ANNUAL  MEETING  OFFERING  BE  SENT  UNDESIGNATED  IN  HONOR  OF  THE  LOCAL 
WOMAN  AND  IN  MEMORY  OF  VIRGINIA  LASKEY.  MOTION  CARRIED. 

Nominees  to  Women’s  Division  -Norma  was  told  at  Regional  School  that  the  Core  Planning 
Group  would  pay  for  the  people  who  are  nominees  to  Women’s  Division  to  go  to  the  Jurisdiction 
meeting  if  they  are  not  already  delegates.  The  jurisdiction  president  said  that  she  did  not  know 
anything  about  this.  This  is  being  researced  but  we  will  need  to  fund  our  nominees  if  they  don’t. 

SECRETARY  FOR  FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Mary  Quinones  reported  that  the 
Mission  Candle  will  burn  at  Annual  Meeting  for  4 1/2  hours,  representing  total  gifts  of  $10,440.83. 
A litany  service  for  lighting  the  Mission  Candle  is  printed  in  the  program.  Participating  in  the  service 
will  be  Dorothy  Abraham,  her  daughter  Constance  Abraham-Handy,  and  Constance’s  5-year  old 
daughter  Whitney,  representing  three  generations,  1 + 1 + 1. 

The  theme  for  the  Pledge  Service  is  "Jesus  Is  The  One  - Plus!",  using  biblical  encounters 
with  Jesus  quoted  from  the  Gospel  of  John. 

The  districts  have  compiled  a list  of  those  local  units  to  receive  recognition  certificates  for 
participation  in  the  Conference  Five  Star  Undesignated  Giving  program  for  1990-91.  Less  than  ten 
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units  from  each  district  have  qualified.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  executive  committee  a list  of 
units  receiving  recognition  will  be  published  in  the  conference  Newsletter  to  spark  interest  in  this 
total  participation. 

1992  Mission  Ribbons  will  be  on  sale  tomorrow  at  the  Annual  Meeting  with  the  logo  One 
Plus.  Mary  has  prepared  a revised  pamphlet  on  the  history  and  tradition  of  our  Louisiana  Mission 
Ribbons  to  include  the  new  ribbons.  The  6,000  ribbons  purchased  this  year  will  cost  16.7  cents  each, 
including  tax  and  art  charge. 

Dulac  Community  Center  is  not  included  in  the  current  plans  for  a hurricane  protection 
system.  Mary  Q.  and  Norma  attended  a meeting  of  the  Terrebonne  Parish  Tidewater  Management 
& Conversation  District  where  a detailed  report  was  presented  stating  all  the  reasons  why  Dulac 
Community  and  the  center  are  not  part  of  the  present  plan.  The  board  will  meet  again  in  October  and 
a possible  plan  of  action  will  be  presented  to  help  secure  this  protection.  Mary  will  attend. 

1991  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Norma  read  Gladys  Prillerman’s  report.  There  were  237 
persons  in  attendance.  The  Attendance  Banner  was  won  by  Shreveport  District.  Class  attendance 
check  showed  an  improvement  in  presence  of  participants.  Evaluations  are  being  compiled  and  will 
be  given  to  the  1992  dean  and  planners.  Our  first  time  for  having  one  school  was  a great  success. 

1992  School  of  Christian  Mission  - Lois  Heath  gave  Betty  Ferrington’s  report.  Studies  will  be 
offered  in  our  usual  format  with  everybody  participating  in  the  Spiritual  Growth  Study  and  choosing 
one  of  the  other  studies.  Betty  has  discussed  this  at  length  with  Women’s  Division.  Teachers  have 
been  secured  for  the  three  studies  and  Evelyn  Evans  will  be  study  group  leader  for  teachers  of  the 
children’s  study  Churches  in  Solidarity  with  Women.  At  mid-year  meeting  the  Executive  Committee 
voted  not  to  send  a representative  for  Workers  With  Children  Training  in  1992.  Betty  asked  that  this 
action  be  reconsidered.  At  that  time  the  decision  to  offer  the  children’s  study  had  not  been  made  and 
Evelyn  is  not  in  the  attendance  pattern  for  Regional  School.  Norma  said  it  was  the  1991  training  that 
we  voted  not  to  send  someone.  She  asked  that  this  recommendation  be  referred  to  Mid-year. 

Training  for  Deans  and  Assistant  Deans  of  Conference  Schools  of  Christian  Mission  - Lois 
Heath  and  Betty  Ferrington  attended  this  training  held  at  Scarritt-  Bennett  Center  in  Nashville. 

The  training  session  was  very  thorough  and  included  workshops  and  activities.  Special  emphasis 
should  be  placed  on  the  program  for  children.  Closing  worship  was  very  inspiring. 

Gulf  Regional  School  - Celina  Johnson  asked  the  group  which  they  preferred  to  do  for  the 
1992  Gulf  Regional  School  a banner  or  a newspaper.  They  agreed  on  the  banner  and  Lake  Charles 
District  volunteered  to  do  this. 

Christian  Disciplines  Workshop  - Betty  Carlin  said  the  workshop  will  be  held  January  17-19, 
1992  at  Tall  Timbers.  This  will  include  all  of  the  conference  elected  leaders,  district  presidents,  the 
district  coordinators  of  Christian  Personhood  and  Supportive  Community.  Betty  handed  out 
questionnaires  for  the  workshop  to  be  filled  out  tonight  and  given  to  Norma  tomorrow. 

Jurisdiction  Delegates  - selected  at  our  last  meeting,  to  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Conference 
for  approval  are;  Norma  Winegeart,  Betty  Carlin,  Celina  Johnson,  Fannie  Reddix,  Seola  Callahan, 
Mary  Quinones  and  Mary  Spell,  alternate.  Registration  blanks  will  be  available  tomorrow  for  anyone. 
Norma  asked  those  going  as  delegates  to  give  her  their  travel  plans  and  registraion  information  before 
leaving  Annual  Meeting.  To  help  promote  the  Jurisdiction  meeting,  Clois  Sanders  asked  the 
Executive  Committee  to  sing  "Deep  In  The  Heart  of  Texas"  while  the  flyers  are  being  handed  out 
during  Annual  Meeting.  We  have  received  $300  from  the  Core  Planning  Group  to  be  used  for 
scholarships.  This  could  be  used  to  send  our  nominees  to  Women’s  Division  to  Jurisdiction.  Cost  for 
one  person  is  $166  plus  transportation.  Mary  Spell  stated  we  put  $600  a year  in  a fund  for  this 
purpose.  We  have  set  aside  $1,600  plus  the  $300  for  a total  of  $1,900.

Nominees  to  Women’s  Division  to  be  presented  tomorrow  are  Lueburda  Myers,  Audrey  Milo 
and  Pat  Cobb,  with  Betty  Ferrington  as  the  alternate.  Amy  Ward  is  not  elegible  as  she  had  served 
eight  years  on  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries. 

Representative  on  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  - The  United  Methodist  Women  are 
supposed  to  be  represented  on  the  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  by  two  persons,  one  of  whom 
is  the  president  and  one  other  elected  by  this  executive  committee.  Judy  Rountree  has  been  the  other 
person  for  this  quadrennium.  We  are  going  into  a new  quadrennium.  When  Annual  Conference  meets 
in  June  the  new  committees  will  be  set  up.  Norma  said  this  needs  to  be  done  at  mid-year  so  be 
thinking  about  who  we  want  to  serve  in  this  position.

The  Eighteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women 
opened  Friday,  September  20,  1991  at  1:00  p.m.  in  the  Family  Life  Center  of  Henning  Memorial 
United  Methodist  Church,  Sulphur,  Louisiana.  President  Norma  Winegeart  convened  the  meeting  and 
presided.  The  president  led  the  assembly  in  affirming  the  purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women 
reading  in  unison. 

Virginia  Laskey,  a former  Conference  President  1946-1954,  died  September  7,  1991.  She  was 
the  only  one  from  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  serve  as  president  of  the  Women’s  Division  which  she 
did  from  1954  to  1958.  The  assembly  joined  in  silent  prayer  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Laskey. 

WELCOME  - Welcomes  were  given  by  Rev.  Fred  Wideman,  Pastor  of  Henning  Memorial 
United  Methodist  Church;  Joyce  Hazel,  President  of  the  Lake  Charles  District  United  Methodist 
Women;  and  Pat  Davis,  President  of  the  Henning  United  Methodist  Women. 

Special  guests  and  visitors  recognized  were  Thelma  Johnson,  Vice  President  of  the  Women’s 
Division  and  Clois  Sanders,  representative  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group.  Past 
Presidents  in  attendance  were  Estelle  Dameron,  Janelle  McCammon  and  Gloria  Bennett.  Others 
introduced  were:  Audrey  Milo,  State  President  of  Church  Women  United  and  a United  Methodist 
Woman;  Jerry  Bridges,  MacDonell’s  Children’s  Services;  Rev.  Carole  Cotton-Winn,  District 
Superintendent  of  the  Lake  Charles  District;  Rev.  John  Winn,  Director  of  the  Center  for  Pastoral 
Effectiveness;  and  Mrs.  Fred  Wideman.  Others  will  be  introduced  as  they  appear  on  the  program. 

PRESENTATION  OF  THE  PROGRAM  - Peggy  Pugh,  Chairperson  of  the  Annual  Meeting 
Taskgroup  presented  the  program  and  gave  directions  for  the  events. 

LIGHTING  OF  THE  MISSION  CANDLE  - Participating  in  the  Lighting  of  the  Mission 
Candle  were  Dorothy  Abraham  and  her  daughter  Constance  Abraham-Handy,  both  of  whom  have 
served  as  United  Methodist  Women  conference  officers,  and  Constance’s  daughter  Whitney, 
representing  three  generations  - one  plus  one,  plus  one,  plus  one.  Total  Undesignated  Giving  for  the 
Mission  Candle  - $10,518.27  - 4 hours  32  1/2  minutes  at  a cost  of  $38.72  per  minute  to  support 
mission. 

OPENING  WORSHIP  - Peggy  Williams,  Music  Director,  led  the  group  in  singing  the  theme 
hymn,  "Help  Us  Accept  Each  Other."  Excerpts  from  the  opening  worship  given  by  Rev.  Carol  Susan 
Winn,  Evangeline  United  Methodist  Church,  Baton  Rouge,  follow: 

TEXT:  1 Samuel  17,  story  of  David  and  Goliath;  John  6,  Feeding  the  Five  Thousand. 

"I  love  our  new  hymnal,  all  the  new  hymns  that  are  included,  the  prayers,  the  services  of 
worship,  especially  the  new  wedding  ritual.  The  words  in  the  ring  vow,  ’With  all  that  I have,  and  all 
that  I am,  and  I all  that  I have  I honor  you,’  have  a special  meaning  to  me.  I think  the  words  are 
beautiful,  but  to  be  perfectly  honest  there  is  a part  of  me  that  wants  to  rebel  when  I hear,  ’All  of  me?’ 
If  I give  away  all  of  me  to  anything,  my  family,  my  church,  - if  I give  away  all  that  I have,  will  there 
be  enough.  That’s  the  risk;  the  risk  of  giving,  loving,  living. 
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The  story  of  David  and  Goliath  is  like  this.  The  story  of  a little  boy  who  came  up  against 
something  that  was  bigger  than  he  was.  Just  as  David  tried  to  put  on  the  king’s  armor,  the  helmet 
of  bronze,  the  coat  of  nails,  the  heavy  sword,  I am  always  trying  to  gird  myself  up  to  make  myself 
look  stronger,  bigger  and  smarter.  I cannot  be  something  that  I am  not.  It  just  won’t  work. 

We  must  realize  we  already  have  in  our  hands  the  tools  we  need  to  meet  the  mission 
impossible.  We  have  on  our  lips  the  words  we  need.  Nothing  in  the  world  can  do  what  the  Gospel 
can  do  when  faith  even  as  small  as  the  grain  of  a mustard  seed  is  present. 

David  could  not  wear  the  king’s  armor.  He  went  to  meet  Goliath  carrying  only  the  things  a 
little  shepherd  would  carry.  By  the  grace  of  God  it  was  enough.  We  need  to  know  what  David  knew, 
that  the  battle  is  the  Lord’s.  We  are  not  alone.  All  that  I am  and  all  that  I have  God  will  make  more 
than  enough. 

This  is  how  it  was  many  years  later  when  the  little  boy  listening  to  Jesus  speak  when  he  heard 
the  men  who  were  worried  about  feeding  the  crowd  and  offered  his  lunch  of  five  loaves  and  two  fish. 
Among  so  many  how  could  this  help?  Any  act  done  faithfully  can  somehow,  somewhere  make  a 
difference.  If  all  that  I am,  and  all  that  I have,  and  all  that  I can  do,  I give,  will  it  be  enough?  It  is 
not  enough  until  we  give  it  to  Jesus.  Then  and  only  then  is  it  enough.  It  is  the  miracle  of  grace." 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  - President  Norma  Winegeart  gave  the  following  report: 

"The  Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  met  in  Shreveport  in 
June  1891.  In  those  minutes  we  read  that  ’a  little  missionary  was  introduced  to  the  convention:  Miss 
Pauline  Randle,  4 months  old.  Her  parents,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Randle  consecrated  her  to  the 
missionary  cause,  begging  the  prayers  and  cooperation  of  all  workers  in  this  cause.’  Later  years  reveal 
that  Pauline  was  ’taken’  by  the  Mission  Board  in  1918  and  served  in  Songdo,  Korea  until  her  death 
in  1925.  I have  been  fascinated  by  the  story  of  Pauline  and  wish  to  dedicate  my  report  and  activities 
to  the  memory  of  Pauline  Randle  who  one  hundred  years  ago  was  consecrated  to  the  missionary 
cause. 


The  1900  report  to  Women’s  Division  showed  an  increase  with  321  units  showing  a total 
membership  of  12,101. 

Since  our  Annual  Meeting  last  year  I have  driven  about  12,000  miles  — a mile  per  member  - 
- in  behalf  of  UMW;  and  flew  to  El  Paso  for  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Presidents;  Consultation 
in  April. 

Our  Spring  Retreat  was  attended  by  173  who  spent  an  inspirational  week-end  at  Tall  Timbers 
under  the  direction  of  Marilyn  Brown  Oden,  wife  of  our  own  Bishop  Oden.  Janelle  McCammon  was 
the  chairperson  of  this  event;  assisted  by  Betty  Ferrington. 

One  week  later  1 1,000  Methodists  converged  on  Baton  Rouge  for  "The  Gathering."  This  was 
a once-in-a-lifetime  event  of  preaching,  singing  and  renewal. 

In  May  three  of  your  conference  officers,  Seola  Callahan,  Mary  Quinones  and  I,  escorted  our 
South  Central  UMW  Jurisdiction  president,  Inelle  Bagwell,  and  our  Nashville  Region  Staff  person. 
Sue  Johnson,  on  a tour  of  the  projects  in  Louisiana  that  are  owned  and  operated  by  the  Women’s 
Division.  These  are  MacDonell’s  Children’s  Services,  Inc.  in  Houma,  the  Dulac  Commuunity  Center 
in  Dulac  and  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  in  New  Orleans.  We  also  visited  the  property  of  the 
former  Sager  Brown  School  in  Baldwin.  We  were  graciously  received  at  each  place  and  this  was  a 
valuable  learning  experience  for  all  of  us.  These  projects  will  be  represented  by  their  directors  later 
this  afternoon  and  you  will  find  displays  in  the  other  areas  of  the  church.  They  will  be  happy  to 
discuss  their  work  with  you  while  you  are  on  break  or  during  the  meal  times. 
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The  July-August  issue  of  "The  New  World  Outlook"  has  an  article  "New  Mission  Partnership 
Initiatives  in  the  Soviet  Union,"  which  includes  a paragraph  about  the  new  Methodist  congregation 
in  Sverdlovsk.  During  the  Annual  Conference  in  Shreveport  many  of  you  heard  Paul  and  Lydia 
Istomina  speak.  The  following  week,  during  the  meeting  of  the  United  Methodist  Women  at  the 
Broadmoor  Church  in  Shreveport,  it  was  my  privilege  to  declare  Lydia  an  honorary  member  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women  and  present  her  a membership  pin  and  certificate. 
We  then  presented  her  a charter  to  organize  the  Methodist  Women  of  Russia  as  a sister  unit  to  the 
Broadmoor  unit.  Marilyn  and  Bishop  Oden  are  in  Russia  now  and  have  taken  Lydia  some  small  gifts 
as  a token  of  our  love  and  concern.  Her  name  and  address  will  be  in  our  new  conference  directory. 
Have  your  local  unit  send  her  cards  of  encouragement. 

Your  conference  officers  hosted  the  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Mission  on  the  Centenary 
College  campus  again  this  June,  with  373  in  attendance.  Celina  Johnson  is  a member  of  the  School 
Planning  Team  and  Evelyn  Evans  has  done  a superior  job  as  the  local  arrangements  chairperson  for 
these  two  years.  Regional  School  will  be  at  Baker  University  in  Baldwin,  Kansas  next  summer. 

We  had  only  one  conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  in  July  with  44  first  timers  among 
the  247  present.  We  felt  that  it  was  a very  good  school  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Gladys 
Prillerman  as  dean  and  Ola  McNaughton  as  assistant  dean.  We  will  follow  this  same  schedule  next 
summer  with  Betty  Ferrington  as  dean  and  Lois  Heath  as  assistant  dean.  Betty  and  Lois  have  just 
returned  from  a week-end  of  training  at  Scarritt-Bennett  Center  in  Nashville. 

Other  events  of  the  year  will  be  reported  separately  during  this  session  this  afternoon.  Your 
president  is  scheduled  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Women’s  Division  in  New  York  City  in 
October;  and  the  Quadrennial  Conference  for  National  Mission  Institutions  in  New  Jersey  in 
November.  This  meeting  will  be  led  by  staff  of  Women’s  Division  and  the  National  Division  for 
conference  UMW  presidents,  directors  and  board  chairmen  of  national  division  institutions. 

Your  president  will  also  represent  the  Louisiana  Conference  at  the  Nashville  Region 
Consultative  Committee  at  a later  date. 

Church  Women  United  will  be  celebrating  their  Jubilee  Assembly  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri 
November  9-12.  Audrey  Milo  is  completing  two  terms  as  the  state  president  of  Church  Women 
United  and  Joyce  Reed  is  the  president-elect.. .both  active  members  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

A Christian  Disciplines  Workshop  will  be  led  by  a team  from  the  Women’s  Division  in  January 
at  Tall  Timbers.  Your  conference  elected  leaders,  the  District  presidents  and  District  coordinators 
of  Christian  Personhood  and  Supportive  Community  are  to  attend.  Betty  Carlin  will  chair  this  event, 
assisted  by  Geneva  Bell. 

The  quadrennial  meeting  of  the  United  Methodist  Women  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
will  be  held  in  Dallas  April  3-5,  1992.  Today  as  a part  of  this  business  session  six  voting  delegates 
will  be  elected  to  represent  the  conference.  But,  everyone  is  invited  to  attend.  The  goal  is  to  have 
1,000  present.  The  theme  is  "A  Fresh  Olive  Leaf."  The  president  of  Women’s  Division,  Sally  Ernst, 
and  the  new  Deputy  General  Secretary,  Joyce  Sohl,  will  be  among  the  speakers.  Diana  and  John 
Holbert  will  lead  the  Friday  evening  worship.  They  have  lived  in  this  area  and  are  well  known  and 
loved  throughout  the  state.  Clois  Sanders  will  tell  you  some  of  this  again  - and  more.  If  you  are 
interested  in  attending  you  may  secure  registration  blanks  from  the  secretary  or  from  me. 


Our  Louisiana  delegation  to  General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences  will  include  a number  of 
women.  Laywomen  elected  to  General  Conference  are  Nancy  Carruth  and  Anita  Crump.  They  will 
be  joined  at  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  by  Amy  Ward,  Carolyn  Dove,  Seola  Callahan  and  Dorothy 
Mae  Taylor.  Reserve  delegates  are  Pat  Hogan  and  Vera  Packer.  Clergywoman  Carole  Cotton-Winn 
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was  elected  to  General  Conference.  Reserve  delegates  to  Jurisdictional  Conference  are  Rev.  Carol 
Susan  Winn  and  Rev.  Marie  Williams.  Being  elected  a delegate  is  an  honor,  but  it  is  also  a tremendous 
responsibility.  Keep  the  entire  delegation  and  these  two  important  conferences  of  our  great  church 
in  your  daily  prayers. 

As  we  noted  at  the  opening  of  our  meeting,  we  will  greatly  miss  Virginia  Laskey,  a former 
conference  president  and  president  of  the  Women’s  Division,  who  died  on  September  7th.  Her  funeral 
was  indeed  a beautiful  worship  service  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  life  of  Virginia 
Laskey.  We  will  be  forever  grateful  for  the  legacy  that  she  has  left  for  us  as  United  Methodist 
Women." 


BUSINESS  SESSION: 

VOTING  DELEGATES  ESTABLISHED  - The  president  read  the  rule  for  establishing  the 
voting  delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 


APPOINTMENTS  - Elouise  Sanders  and  Fannie  Reddix  were  appointed  to  examine  the 
journal  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 


RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  - Seola  Callahan, 
secretary,  presented  the  following  recommendations  from  the  Executive  Committee: 

From  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  United  Methodist  Women: 

Article  V-Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  4 - JURISDICTION  QUADRENNIAL  MEETING. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  conference  organization  prior 
to  the  quadrennial  meeting  of  the  jurisdiction 
organization,  six,  delegates  shall  be  elected  by  the 
conference  organization  all  of  whom  shall  be  conference 
officers  (Discipline  #742.c,  634.3)  for  membership  in 
the  jurisdiction  organization.  Nominating  procedures 
shall  be  established  by  a conference  standing  rule. 

From  the  Standing  Rules  of  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women: 

Procedures  for  nominating  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Women’s 

Division  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  shall  be  as  follows: 

a.  The  Conference  Executive  Committee  shall  be  the  nominating  body. 

b.  Nominations  shall  be  made  from  the  floor. 

c.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a majority  vote  shall  constitute 

nomination. 

d.  The  same  procedure  shall  be  used  to  nominate  alternates. 

e.  Nominations  shall  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Meeting  for  election. 

Following  the  Standing  Rules,  the  Conference  Executive  Committee  in  session  on  July  17, 
1991  selected  as  nominees  to  the  jurisdiction  organization  of  United  Methodist  Women:  Norma 
Winegeart,  president;  Betty  Carlin,  vice  president;  Celina  Johnson,  coordinator  for  Christian 
Personhood;  Fannie  Reddix,  publicity;  Seola  Callahan,  secretary;  Mary  Quinones,  financial 
interpreter;  and  Mary  Spell,  treasurer,  alternate.  The  Executive  Committee  recommended  adoption 
of  this  report. 
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MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  SEOLA  CALLAHAN  THAT  THE  RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  BE  ADOPTED  THEREBY  ELECTING  THE  PERSONS  NAMED  AS 
DELEGATES  TO  THE  SOUTH  CENTRAL  JURISDICTION  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN. 
MOTION  SECONDED  AND  PASSED. 


The  Conference  organizations  of  United  Methodist  Women  have  a vital  part  in  the  process  of 
securing  voting  members  of  the  Women’s  Division  and  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  for  the 
1 992- 1 996  quadrennium.  Each  conference  organization  at  its  annual  meeting  nominates  three  women, 
plus  one  alternate,  for  inclusion  on  the  ballot  at  the  1992  quadrennial  meeting  in  their  jurisdiction. 
The  South  Central  Jurisdiction  United  Methodist  Women  meeting  in  Dallas,  April  3-5,  1992,  will 
select  16  from  their  51  nominees.  The  South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  meeting  in  Fort 
Worth,  July  11-18,  1992  will  elect  8 to  serve  as  directors  of  the  Women’s  Division. 

Following  the  conference  Standing  Rules  - the  Conference  Executive  Committee  submitted 
as  nominees  for  the  Women’s  Division:  Lueburda  Myers,  Audrey  Milo,  and  Pat  Cobb;  and  Betty 
Ferrington  as  alternate. 


MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  SEOLA  CALLAHAN  THAT  THE  RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  BE  ADOPTED  THEREBY  NOMINATING  THESE  PERSONS  FOR 
WOMEN’S  DIVISION.  MOTION  SECONDED  AND  PASSED. 


ETHNIC  MISSION  ORIENTATION  - Doris  Brown  was  unable  to  attend  annual  meeting 
because  she  had  a new  baby.  Betty  Carlin  gave  her  report.  September  28-October  22,  1991,  Doris 
Brown  attended  Orientation  in  Mission  in  New  York  City,  sponsored  by  the  Women’s  Division  Board 
of  Global  Ministries.  The  purpose  of  the  seminar  was  to  provide  a form  in  which  young  Asian,  Black, 
Hispanic  and  Native  Americans  could  foster  a deeper  understanding  of  and  commitment  to  the 
mission  outreach  program  of  the  United  Methodist  Women.  This  was  the  first  event  of  this  kind  for 
the  Women’s  Division.  Attendance  was  women  35  years  of  age  or  younger,  from  various  ethnic  and 
racial  minority  background.  Differences  and  similarities  were  shared  as  they  related  to  mission  and 
the  Purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women.  Mission  projects  were  visited.  Women’s  Division  personnel 
participated  and  much  knowledge  was  gained  about  the  mission  of  United  Methodist  Women.  Ideas 
for  getting  more  young  adults  involved  in  United  Methodist  Women  were  discussed. 


'EACH  LOCAL  WOMAN:  CLAIMING  OUR  HERITAGE  IN  MISSION",  JURISDICTION 
EVENT  - Carrie  Lee  Diaz  and  Betty  Carlin  reported  on  this  workshop  held  November  9-11,  1990  in 
Fayetteville,  Arkansas.  Doris  Brown  also  attended  from  the  Louisiana  Conference.  Women  of  various 
ages,  from  different  racial,  cultural  and  educational  backgrounds  participated.  The  workshop  was 
sponsored  by  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group.  The  purpose  of  the  event  was  to 
make  each  local  woman  present  aware  of  who  "we"  are  as  United  Methodist  Women  and  to  claim  the 
heritage  personally.  Also  emphasized  was  Financial  Interpretation,  Creative  Programming  and 
Inclusiveness.  Before  the  event  concluded  the  seventeen  conferences  were  divided  into  four  clusters. 
The  Louisiana  Conference  was  placed  in  Cluster  II  with  Little  Rock,  North  Arkansas  and  Texas 
Conferences.  This  event  was  to  be  duplicated  in  each  cluster.  Only  one  from  each  conference  was 
an  officer  beyond  the  local  unit.  Doris  Brown  was  the  leader  of  Cluster  II.  Local  members  of  United 
Methodist  Women  were  challenged  to  "Claim  Our  Heritage  in  Mission  personally."  The  event  was  very 
successful.  Each  local  woman  counts  and  is  an  important  part  of  the  heritage. 


CLUSTER  II  - "Each  Local  Woman:  Claiming  Our  Heritage  in  Mission"  Cluster  II  workshop 
was  held  July  27-28,  1991,  at  Centenary  College,  Shreveport,  Louisiana.  Doris  Brown  was 
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chairperson,  and  Betty  Carlin  assisted.  There  were  1 13  in  attendance.  The  largest  representation  was 
from  Louisiana.  The  event  was  well  received  by  all  participants. 

NATIONAL  SEMINAR  - This  event  was  held  at  Ohio  State  University  in  Columbus,  Ohio 
August  18-25,  1991.  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  during  the  opening  worship.  Discussion 
included  our  responsibility  in  "Caring  for  God’s  Creation,  "Racism-A  Challenge  to  our  Christian 
Faith,"  "Toward  Peace  in  Our  Lifetime,"  "Women  A Force  for  Change,"  and  "Our  Children  - Poorest 
in  a World  of  Plenty."  Bible  study  was  also  included.  There  were  outstanding  leaders  for  all  sessions. 

Each  participant  attended  one  Action  Group.  The  purpose  of  the  action  groups  was  to  develop  skills 
in  working  for  social  justice.  Hilda  Sills,  Dot  Pierce  and  Mary  Jo  Duddy  attended  the  seminar.  In 
Hilda’s  report  she  stated,  ""We  must  break  down  the  walls  in  our  lives  that  prevent  us  from  being 
God’s  faithful  servants.  We  must  reach  to  the  other  parts  of  God’s  creation  and  remember.  This  is 
good,  very  good,  and  as  we  see  ourselves  in  the  mirror  daily,  we  are  looking  at  God’s  image.  We 
should  also  remember  that  we  have  not  inherited  the  earth  from  our  parents,  we  are  borrowing  it  from 
our  children.  We  must  be  aware  that  we  must  be  concerned  with  racism,  children,  the  environment, 
and  militarism,  if  we  are  to  take  care  of  God’s  creation." 

Hilda  Sills  and  Dot  Pierce  presented  their  report  in  the  form  of  a skit  to  demonstrate  how 
members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  can  break  down  one  of  the  barriers.  A wall  was  created  out 
of  a roll  of  wax  paper  stretched  out  between  two  United  Methodist  Women  and  held  upright  with 
participants  from  different  ethnic,  cultural  and  racial  backgrounds  standing  on  opposite  sides  of  the 
paper  wall.  They  placed  their  hands  together  with  the  barrier  between  them.  They  felt  each  other’s 
hands  and  the  barrier.  They  looked  into  each  other’s  eyes.  They  began  to  tear  the  wall  down  together 
and  touch  each  other’s  hands  without  the  barrier.  They  touched  each  other’s  cheeks  and  waist.  Each 
touch  was  a blessing,  a connection  and  a commitment  to  each  other.  Then  they  stomped  on  the 
remains  of  the  wall  together. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER  - Mary  Spell  presented  the  following  report: 

In  Matthew  28:19  Jesus  told  us  to  go  and  teach  all  nations  and  make  them  disciples.  Because 
each  local  woman  gave  her  pledge  plus  all  the  other  members  in  our  conference  who  gave  theirs, 
$270,136.10  was  sent  undesignated  for  missions  in  1990.  Also,  we  gave  $38,259.85  in  designated 
funds.  In  this  tangible  way  each  one  plus  others  has  brought  Christ’s  message  to  the  nations. 

At  mid-year  1991  we  have  paid  33.1%  of  our  pledge  to  mission  of  $315,000.00.  There  is  a 
current  balance  in  the  checking  account  of  $19,395.40  and  a Certificate  of  Deposit  in  the  amount  of 
$22,329.97. 

Looking  to  1992  your  Executive  Committee  proposes  a pledge  to  mission  of  $315,000  and  the 
Administrative  & Membership  Development  budget  to  be  $51,970.00  making  a total  of  $366,970.00.

GOALS  FOR  1992

Implementation  of  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice, 

Continuing  the  promotion  of  the  Campaign  for  Children, 

Promoting  giving  and  learning  through  the  program  resources  of  the  Women’s  Division, 

RESULTING  IN  A MORE  INCLUSIVE  MEMBERSHIP. 

MOTION  WAS  MADE  BY  BETTY  CARLIN  THAT  THESE  GOALS  BE  ADOPTED  BY  THE 
CONFERENCE.  SECONDED  AND  CARRIED. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MEMBERSHIP  - Marilyn  Ray,  Chairperson,  stated  that  232 
units  reported  having  observed  United  Methodist  Women’s  Sunday.  Membership  has  increased  this 
year  and  several  new  units  were  organized.  Fifteen  Estelle  Dameron  scholarships  were  awarded  to  the 
1991  School  of  Mission.  Following  the  theme.  One  Plus,  every  member  in  encouraged  to  recruit  at 
least  one  new  member  during  the  coming  year. 

READING  PROGRAM  - Celina  Johnson,  Christian  Personhood  Coordinator,  reported  that 
the  districts  are  100%  in  participation  in  the  Reading  Program.  There  was  a total  of  295  women 
participating.  Lake  Charles  District  had  the  largest  number  with  61. 

EXCELLENCE  OF  STUDIES  - Mary  Pollard,  Christian  Global  Concerns  Coordinator, 
reported  an  increase  in  the  number  of  units  participating.  Mary  presented  Norma  a Mission  Ribbon 
as  a symbol  of  the  importance  of  the  local  woman  and  asked  all  members  to  remember  others  in 
mission  at  the  local  level  and  in  the  mission  field.

ELECTION  OF  CONFERENCE  OFFICERS  - There  were  no  nominations  from  the  floor  and 
all  nominees  were  elected  by  acclamation. 
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BREAK  - A short  break  was  followed  by  UMW  sings. 

GREETINGS  FROM  THE  JURISDICTION  - Clois  Sanders,  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Core 
Planning  Group  representative,  brought  greetings  from  the  Jurisdiction.  The  jurisdiction  organization 
works  with  the  conferences  to  evaluate  leadership  growth  and  program  effectiveness  within  the 
jurisdiction.  In  response  to  that  evaluation,  task  groups,  pilot  projects  and  other  experimental  services 
may  be  initiated  to  strengthen  the  total  program  of  United  Methodist  Women.  Program  emphases  may 
be  recommended  to  the  Women’s  Division  and  the  jurisdiction  organization  may  be  asked  to  respond 
to  specific  Division  requests. 

In  keeping  with  this  mandate,  at  the  beginning  of  this  quadrennium  the  Core  Planning 
Group/Committee  on  Nominations  held  a Consultation  with  the  presidents  of  the  seventeen 
conferences  and  the  primary  concern  identified  was  that  of  strengthening  the  local  unit.  The 
Jurisdiction  organization  developed  as  the  emphases  for  the  1988-1992  Quadrennium:  "Each  Local 
Woman:  Claiming  Our  Heritage  in  Mission!"  Each  conference  sent  a three  member  team  to  a 
jurisdiction- wide  training  event  which  was  held  in  November  1990  at  Mt  Sequoyah,  Arkansas.  The 
team  was  composed  of  two  local  women  who  had  never  held  office  above  the  local  level  and  one  of 
the  two  had  to  be  age  35  or  younger.  The  third  person  was  a member  of  the  Conference  Mission 
Team.  The  focus  of  the  event  was  on  creative  programming  and  understanding  mission  in  today’s 
world.  Follow-up  events  are  four  Cluster  Events  to  be  held  in  1991.  The  Cluster  II  event  held  in 
Louisiana  conference  has  been  reported  earlier  in  this  meeting. 

April  3-5,  1992  is  an  important  date  for  all  United  Methodist  Women.  Many  plans  have  been 
made  in  expectation  of  an  attendance  of  1,000  in  Dallas  at  South  Central  Jurisdiction  Quadrennial 
Meeting. 

THIS  CONCLUDES  THE  BUSINESS  SESSION. 

WOMEN’S  DIVISION  PROJECTS  IN  LOUISIANA  - 

Rev.  Rob  Thompson  representing  Dulac  Community  Center  reported  that  they  have  moved 
into  the  new  building.  The  child  advocacy  program  has  been  started  for  the  second  term,  the 
headstart  program  will  be  starting  in  two  weeks,  the  day  care  program  will  begin  in  a few  months  and 
programs  will  be  added  once  every  quarter  until  about  ten  programs  are  in  place.  Presently  they  are 
working  with  about  300  families.  299  individuals  have  been  helped  with  the  food  bank  in  the  last  six 
weeks.  There  is  a proposal  to  build  a levee  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  center.  Rob  asked  for  support 
in  trying  to  get  the  levee  built  to  include  Dulac  Community  Center  in  the  flood  protection.  This 
support  will  be  in  the  form  of  letters,  phone  calls  and  personal  contact.  Rob  introduced  Andrea 
Scarborough,  a US-2  assigned  to  Dulac. 

Jerry  Bridges  representing  MacDonell’s  United  Methodist  Children’s  Services  stated  this  is  his 
23rd  year  to  speak  to  United  Methodist  Women  about  MacDonell’s.  MacDonell’s  has  come  a long  way 
in  23  years.  It  is  important  to  realize  that  this  is  a redemptive  ministry,  helping  to  heal  children  who 
through  no  fault  of  their  own  need  the  healing  ministry  of  the  church.  Outpatient  services  are  being 
developed  more  and  other  new  programs  are  being  added.  Serious  consideration  needs  to  be  given 
to  building  the  endowment  needed  for  keeping  the  projects  in  operation. 

Pat  Cob,  a member  of  the  board,  representing  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  in  New  Orleans. 
Programs  at  St.  Mark’s  are  outlined  in  brochures  available  at  the  display.  There  is  a camp  in 
Covington,  a street  academy  which  is  an  alternative  program  for  junior  high  students,  a day  care 
center,  on-site  day  care  centers  for  mothers  to  attend  high  school,  a family  day  care  network  and 
other  service  programs.  These  programs  are  suffering  financially.  These  are  United  Methodist 
Women’s  agencies.  They  need  our  support. 
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RECOGNITION  OF  RETIRING  OFFICERS  - Shirley  Hoffpauir,  former  Conference 
Treasurer,  recognized  the  retiring  officers.  She  used  as  her  theme,  "To  Develop  A Creative, 
Supportive  Community."  Following  are  excerpts  of  the  presentation: 

A creative  and  supportive  fellowship  within  the  local  unit  does  not  come  naturally.  It  comes 
about  only  when  the  membership  truly  wants  to  be  "woven  together"  around  the  Purpose  of  United 
Methodist  Women  and  a love  and  concern  for  each  other.  The  building  of  fellowship  or  community 
implies  that  we  do  more  than  just  sit  by  each  other  at  meetings.  It  means  we  talk,  share  our  feelings 
and  perceptions,  that  we  argue  and  even  at  times  we  agree  to  disagree  with  each  other.  To  affirm  the 
special  gifts  and  graces  of  each  member  is  essential  to  Christian  fellowship.  This  affirmation  can 
come  as  we  select  leadership  or  share  in  the  tasks  of  the  Unit.  As  we  honor  these  ladies  in  their 
retirement  from  a special  community  of  women.  The  Conference  Mission  Team,  we  can  see  that  they 
have  truly  been  a part  of  a supportive  fellowship.  Special  Mission  Recognitions  are  presented  to  Lois 
Heath,  Annie  Lincoln,  Mary  Kay,  and  Sandra  Thomas.  We  all  know  that  retirement  does  not  mean 
’the  end.’  These  ladies  have  been  a supportive  fellowship,  they  will  be  a plus  to  any  part  of  the 
organization  where  they  serve."

PRESENTATION  OF  SPEAKER  - Betty  Carlin  presented  the  guest  speaker,  Thelma  Johnson. 
Thelma  is  a Director  of  Women’s  and  National  Divisions  and  has  served  in  many  offices  of  the 
Women’s  Division  and  the  United  Methodist  Church.  She  is  presently  Vice-President  of  the  Women’s 
Division. 

Excerpts  from  the  address  given  by  Thelma  Johnson  follow: 

"As  a child  I was  taught  what  was  called  ’simple  arithmetic’,  one  plus  one  equals  two.  It  is  not 
that  way  in  United  Methodist  Women.  Let  me  share  my  story  in  the  organization.  I grew  up  a 
member  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Zion  Church.  At  age  eight  I was  president  of  the  Buds 
of  Promise,  A Children’s  Choir.  At  age  16,  I was  president  of  the  Junior  Usher  Board,  At  age  22, 
I was  president  of  the  Young  Women’s  Missionary  Society.  This  happened  because  women  along  the 
way  were  constantly  nurturing  me  and  encouraging  me,  that  I could  do  the  job,  that  I had  the  ability, 
that  service  in  the  church  was  one  of  the  greatest  kind  of  services.  At  age  26,  after  joining  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  I found  myself  holding  office  in  the  Women’s  Society  of  Christian 
Service  within  a month.  I was  Secretary  of  Local  Church  Activities  and  my  first  responsibility  was 
to  see  that  the  church  was  clean  for  a Conference  meeting.  The  janitor  was  not  too  good  at  cleaning 
in  the  corners.  I made  a plea  for  help  and  a group  of  us  cleaned  the  church  even  in  the  corners.  That 
was  enough  to  make  me  decide  that  maybe  the  Women’s  Society  was  not  for  me.  But  the  local  unit 
decided  that  I should  attend  School  of  Christian  Mission.  They  paid  my  expenses.  Sixteen  from  our 
church  attended  the  school  and  I will  never  forget  it. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  school.  I had  never  had  such  a busy 
week  in  my  life.  I was  selected  for  an  award.  My  church  was  proud  of  me.  I was  on  cloud  nine. 
Nurturing,  nurturing.  One  plus  one  was  adding  up  to  more  than  two,  and  I was  one  of  the  ones.  I still 
get  excited  just  remembering.  They  had  me  hooked  and  before  it  was  over  I had  held  every  office 
in  the  local  unit  except  that  of  secretary  and  treasurer.  Always  the  nurturing  continued  and  if  it  were 
not  for  my  local  unit,  I would  not  be  here  today.  They  molded  me.  They  taught  me  that  one  plus  one 
is  much  more  than  two. 
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As  Chairperson  of  Christian  Personhood,  through  Call  to  Prayer  and  Self  Denial,  we  presented 
the  suggested  program  then  together  sent  our  gifts  to  be  added  to  the  gifts  of  others,  then  divided  and 
sent  to  the  agencies  who  best  qualified.  Again  one  plus  one  did  not  equal  two;  it  equaled  thousands 
of  dollars.  Today,  Call  to  Prayer  offering  totals  more  than  a million  dollars;  the  requests  are  three 
times  that  amount.  The  largest  number  of  requests  come  from  the  emphasis  on  children  and  youth. 
One  of  the  greatest  needs  for  children  is  Good  Child  Care,  Good  Affordable  Child  Care.  Through 
Call  to  Prayer  funds  grants  are  made  that  will  allow  agencies  to  respond  to  the  special  needs  of  many. 
The  offering  from  one  unit  in  the  Louisiana  Conference  joined  with  that  of  another  unit,  and  on  and 
on,  is  what  finally  amounted  to  the  one  million  dollars.  No  matter  how  small  your  unit  offering  may 
seem,  always  remember  that  without  it,  there  would  never  be  that  special  funding  of  those  special 
needs.  Your  unit  is  the  one  that  counts. 

Call  to  Prayer  is  designated  giving.  Important  as  it  is.  Undesignated  giving  is  needed  even 
more.  There  are  five  avenues  for  undesignated  giving.  It  is  through  these  funds  that  we  continue  to 
fund  our  agencies.  The  funds  are  distributed  to  the  World  Division,  National  Division,  and  the 
Department  of  Mission  Education  and  Cultivation  Program  through  the  Appropriation  Committee 
with  special  attention  given  to  assure  maintaining  work  with  women  and  children.  Both  National 
Division  and  World  Division  have  received  in  excess  of  5.2  million  dollars  for  the  past  few  years  as 
a result  of  Undesignated  Giving.  Again  One  plus  One  equals  more  than  two. 

There’s  a world  out  there  crying.  Some  of  the  cries  are  coming  from  afar;  others  are  getting 
closer  and  closer  each  day.  There  is  concern  about  drugs  and  the  needs  of  the  elderly.  Sometimes  we 
have  to  take  risks  to  get  involved.  Our  foremothers  took  a risk  when  they  started  this  organization. 
Today  one  plus  one  equals  more  than  a million  women  organized  for  mission  to  and  with  women  and 
children.  My  roots  lie  in  my  local  unit.  One  member  - one  unit  - one  district  - one  conference.  It 
takes  each  one  added  to  the  other.  As  vice  president  of  the  Women’s  Division,  I am  a part  of  a 
local  unit  who  includes  me  in  all  that  they  do. 

One  plus  one  equals  two  --  NO.  One  plus  one  is  just  the  beginning  of  the  count  that  will  total 
a million.  You  are  the  one  that  is  needed.  You  are  needed  to  be  there,  you  are  the  one  needed  to 
nurture  other  women  so  that  they  can  begin  to  realize  that  they  are  the  ones  who  are  needed  also.  I 
would  like  to  leave  you  with  the  thoughts  of  a poem  written  by  Oliver  Dew  Cummings; 

I am  only  one  --  but  I am  one. 

I can  count  — 

As  much  as  one  can  count. 

No  one  can  count  more 
I can  cast  one  vote, 

...can  set  one  example, 

...fill  one  seat, 

...add  support, 
encouragement,  effort. 

I can  deposit  one  life 
And  bear  dividends  for  God. 

And  by  the  divine  arithmetic 
Of  God’s  purpose  and  plan 
My  life,  joined  to  other  lives 
Invested  by  God  in  God’s  work. 

Brings  rich  returns 
...A  hundredfold. 

Here  is  my  life,  O God  — 

Add  to  it  other  lives 
Multiply  it  by  Thy  power, 

...MAKE  IT  COUNT." 
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THE  SATURDAY  SESSION  OF  THE  EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  convened  at  8:30 
a.m.  in  the  Family  Life  Center.  The  session  began  with  UMW  Sings  led  by  Peggy  Williams. 

MORNING  WORSHIP  - Following  are  excerpts  from  the  message  by  Rev.  Tracie  MacKenzie: 

"My  journey  through  the  ordained  ministry  has  come  through  the  love,  support  and  prayers 
of  many  people,  many  of  them  United  Methodist  Women.  I thank  God  for  all  of  them.  The  scripture 
this  morning  John  15:5-13.  We  are  called  to  expand  the  concept  of  mission  through  participation  in 
the  global  ministries  of  the  church.  We  set  ourselves  about  the  task  of  going  forth  in  mission.  God’s 
love  through  our  service  bridges  the  gap.  Visualize  a bridge  as  a spiritual  means  by  which  we  live 
out  our  theme  of  one  plus.  The  bridge  provides  a way  in  which  God’s  love  enables  us  to  go  forth. 
United  Methodist  Women  support  mission  work  with  their  annual  gifts  of  more  than  20  million 
dollars.  This  is  a wonderful  witness  to  the  call  of  the  Gospel.  But  there  is  a distinction  between  being 
in  mission  and  being  called  to  mission.  Being  in  mission  is  participating  in  the  partnership  which 
accomplishes  the  goals  of  the  organization,  often  translated  into  tasks  and  projects.  The  call  to 
mission  begins  not  so  much  in  the  projects  but  in  the  issues  behind  the  projects.. .hunger,  racism, 
sexual  abuse,  physical  abuse.  To  be  in  mission  is  to  answer  the  call  of  God  for  the  people  of  God. 
The  foundation  for  the  call  rests  in  our  relationship  to  God.  In  our  desire  to  accomplish  great  things 
in  the  name  of  God,  we  do  so  in  love.  This  is  not  a casual  love  but  rather  a love  that  is  willing  to  be 
sacrificial.  ’No  greater  love  than  this,  that  one  would  lay  down  one’s  life  for  another.’  And  the  gap 
becomes  more  easily  navigated.  We  go  forth  in  mission  in  love.  We  have  a vision  of  hope  and  of 
possibility.  A possibility  of  no  more  suffering  and  sorrow.  This  is  what  distinguishes  our  support  of 
mission  projects  from  our  call  to  mission.  It  is  the  desire  and  belief  that  is  in  each  one  of  us  that  there 
is  hope  and  possibility  for  unity  in  God’s  love  which  bridges  the  gap."

Acadiana  District  Treasurer  - John  the  Baptist  was  asked  by  priests  and  Levites,  "Who  are 
you?. ..What  do  you  say  about  yourself?"  He  said,  "I  am  not  the  Christ.  I am  one  voice  crying  in  the 
wilderness,  ’Make  straight  the  Way  of  the  Lord.’  He  is  the  one  who  baptizes  in  the  Holy  Spirit."

Chairperson 
of  Regional  School  of  Missions  held  at  Centenary  for  the  past  two  years:  Evelyn  Evans.  Chairperson 
and  Co-Chairperson  of  this  Annual  Meeting:  Peggy  Pugh  and  Donna  Bergstedt. 

PRESENTATION  OF  SPEAKER  - Betty  Carlin  introduced  Thelma  Johnson  who  also  spoke 
to  this  group  in  the  Friday  evening  session.  She  was  asked  to  address  questions  that  had  been  placed 
in  a box  by  those  attending  this  meeting.  Excerpts  from  Thelma  Johnson’s  response  to  the  questions 
follow: 


"The  total  conference  budget  figure  is  more  than  the  amount  pledged.  That  is  what  the  ’plus’ 
in  the  Pledge  Service  means.  Some  concerns  were  for  getting  younger  women  interested  in  United 
Methodist  Women.  One  of  the  ways  to  interest  them  is  to  live  up  to  what  you  are  all  about.  Be  an 
organization  in  mission.  They  are  not  interested  in  baking  cakes.  They  are  interested  in  doing 
mission  and  learning  more  about  mission.  Start  your  nurturing  process.  ’How  do  you  get  women  to 
take  offices?’  By  helping  them  to  do  their  jobs.  Don’t  make  it  so  hard  to  hold  office.  You  can’t  be 
a good  member  if  you  just  ’come  and  go.’  ’How  do  we  get  more  members?’  Invite  them  to  come  and 
see  that  they  have  a way  to  get  there.  Don’t  disappoint  them  when  they  get  there.  Have  a good 
program.  Nurture  them,  older  and  younger  women.  ’How  does  the  Women’s  Division  solicit  and  act 
on  concerns,  recommendations,  from  local  units?’  Anyone  has  a right  to  send  to  Women’s  Division 
a concern  that  they  have  about  any  issue.  Women’s  Division  will  direct  it  to  the  proper 
agency/committee  to  investigate,  research  and  make  recommendations.  It  will  then  be  acted  upon. 
’What  is  our  position  on  pro-life?’  We  are  all  for  pro-life,  but  we  take  a stance  of  pro-choice.  We 
are  NOT  pro-abortion.  We  feel  that  a woman  has  a right  to  make  her  choice  in  whatever  situation 
affects  her  life.  We  do  a lot  to  support  what  happens  to  children  after  they  are  born,  also.  We  are 
really  for  life  and  for  children  living  good  wholesome  lives.  ’In  what  ways  do  the  Women’s  Division 
and  the  local  United  Methodist  Women  interact?’  They  interact  all  the  way.  Without  the  local  unit 
there  is  no  Division."

We  do  this  in  memory  of  our  beloved  Virginia 
Laskey  and  in  honor  of  the  local  woman.  We  pray  your  blessing  upon  these  gifts  that  they  may  be 
used  for  the  work  of  your  kingdom.  Amen."

It  is  not  as  strangers  that  you  accept 
new  and  even  greater  responsibility.  It  is  as  obedient  servants,  seeking  His  guidance,  pledging 
yourselves  to  discerning  his  will,  striving  to  accomplish  the  task  which  He  is  now  giving  to  you.  You 
are  aware  that  this  is  God’s  work  and  that  leaders  called  by  God  must  give  themselves,  their  time, 
their  energy,  their  talents  in  deep  devotion  and  trust.  You  also  know  that  any  task  assumed  for  Him 
is  large  with  opportunity  and  filled  with  joy  at  its  completion.  As  new  leaders  you  are  honored  and 
challenged  to  new  responsibilities.  As  you  enter  your  particular  duties  of  office  you  will  need  to  do 
so  with  prayer  for  guidance  and  strength,  with  constant  searching  to  be  true  to  God’s  call  and  to  the 
Purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women,  with  the  courage  and  love  of  Christ  to  support  you.  No  officer 
can  do  her  work  without  the  cooperation  and  support  of  every  member.  Therefore,  I ask  all  members 
of  United  Methodist  Women  to  continue  to  support  these  leaders  you  have  elected  with  your  prayers, 
commitment,  strength,  and  tenderness.  And,  to  be  open  to  new  ideas,  possibilities  and  new  visions."
